OF THE 

INSPECTOES-GENERAL OF PRISONS IN IRELAND. 



From 1850, the culminating period of the evils, which had arisen TUrUj- 
out of the great famine, and injuriously affected the whole social 
system of the country, down to the close of 1859, it had heen tiie — ’ 
gratifying duty of the Inspectors-General, in an unbroken series 
of Reports, to record the normal decrease of criminality; nor 
lias the past year proved an exception to this course of progressive 
improvement, although the prevalence of severe distress during a 
portion of it might have led us to expect an opposite result. 

A comparison of the following Tables, to which respectively an 
analysis is attached, with those furnished for the preceding years, 
will establish that, while some fluctuations in the items under the 
several categories are observable, the total aggregate of offenders 
and offences has diminished. This diminution, however, will be 
found, in considering the sexes, to affect the males to a much 
greater degree than the females ; in looking to the scale of ages, 
the juveniles than the adults.

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Table 3 shows in what counties and towns crime has risen or 
fallen. The greatest decrease, as regards both sexes, is to be found 
in the cities of Limerick and Kilkenny, and in the counties of An- 
trim, Mayo, Dublin, the South Riding of Tipperary, Ferman- 
agh, Monaghan, and Carlow. The largest diminution in male 
committals took place in Limerick city, Blayo, Antrim, Kildare, 
and Kilkenny city. In female crime the greatest reductions 
occurred in Limerick, Waterford, and Kilkenny cities, and in the 
counties of Dublin, Antrim, and the South Riding of Tipperary. 

Male committals were in excess of those of 1859 in the counties 
of Cork, Galway, Kerry, Leitrim, Londonderry, Drogheda, Water- 
ford, Westmeath, Wexford, and Wicklow, and in Dublin, Cork, 
and Waterford cities. Female crime in 1860 was higher, than in 
the previous year, in the counties of Clare, Cork, Galway, Kildare, 
Limerick, Longford, Louth, Sligo, Tyrone, Westmeath, and Wick- 
low, and in the cities of Cork, Dublin, and the Town of Galway. 

Table 4 exhibits the decline, year by year, from 1853, in the 
number of committals, and the daily average number of prisoners. 

The committals in 1860 were 4J per cent, below those in the 
previous year, and in the daily average number of prisoners a 
similar reduction per cent, is observable, while in 1859, the reduc- 
tion, as compared with 1858, was 5J per cent, on the committals, 
and 10 per cent, on the daily average. 

Table 5 classifies the committals by sexes and crimes. The 
decrease in the committals of males in 1860 reached 1,269, or 6 J 
per cent., and of females but 161, or 1 per cent.; between 1858 
and 1859 the decrease in male committals was 7^, and of females 

per cent. In 1860 female committals were as to the total 46 
per cent., in 1859 they amounted to 44, and in 1858 to 43 per 
cent. Female criminals, it thus appears, are not declining in the 
same ratio as male offenders, which is fm’ther proved by the fact, 
that the daily average number of males in custody in 1860 was 
lower by 112 than that of 1859, while the female average is 
reduced by only 5. 

With regard to crime as classified in Table 5, it appears, that in 
1860, the aggregate of both males and females convicted at assizes 
and sessions for felony was in excess of 1859, viz., 1,240, 699 males 
and 541 females, against 1,139, 659 males and 480 females in 1859. 
Summary convictions for misdemeanors also include a greater 
number of both sexes than in the previous year, viz., 10,991, 
5,704 males and 5,287 females, against 10,699, 5,514 males and 
5,185 females in 1859. Under the various Vagrant Acts, the con- 
victions of males in 1860 exceeded those in 1859, the numbers 
being 458 in the year first mentioned, and but 403 in 1859; 
and whilst for breaches of the Poor Law (189 against 110), and 
for drunkenness (4,111 in 1860 against 4,068 in 1859); those of 
the females were more numerous, than in the year immediately 
preceding, and the total number of convictions of females in 1860 
outnumber those of 1859 by 73, viz., 12,529 against 12,456. 
On the other hand, the convictions for misdemeanors at assizes and 
quarter sessions in 1860, being 1,018, 866 males and 152 females, 
were considerably below those of 1859, namely, 1,219, 1,023 males 
and 196 females. Offences under Larceny Act, also fell from 2,639, 
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females, in 1859, to 2,318, 1,182 males and 
1,^136 females, in 1860. Convictions under Revenue Laws, in 
1860, viz., 137 , 106 males and 31 females, also numbered less than in 
the previous year, when 114 males and 41 females, total 155, were 
so convicted. Offenders committed as deserters and by courts 
martial, also show a reduction in 1860 as compared with 1859, 602 
committals of this nature having occurred in that year, and but 
547 m 1860. The number of male drunkards in 1860, 3,521, was 
also below that of 1859, 3,950. 

Table 6, which furnishes the total of individuals who were coni- 
niitted to the county borough gaols during 1860, and the number 
ot times that each of them was committed in the course of the year, 
turtlier proves that the female criminals of Ireland constitute a 
class constantlj recurrent, whilst the males are much less subject 
to re-committals. 

During 1860 no less than 380 persons underwent imprisonment 
five times and upwards, of which number 348 were females, and 
but 32 males. Of the 274 individuals who, in the same period, 
were four times committed, 210 were females and 64 males; and 
the 1 e-committals in the other divisions of the Table also show an 
excess of females over males. The female committals in 1860;twice, 
thrice, four times, and upwards, taken collectively, fall but very 
little below those of 1859, whilst amongst the males there is a great 
reduction under every heading. ^ 

Comparing the total number of individuals committed in each of 
the years 1859 and 1860, there is a decrease of 925, giving 54 per 
cent, in the males, whilst the females have increased by 15 persons. 

The number of persons returned as having been committed for 
the first time in 1860, viz., 10,895 males and 4,805 females, shows 
and 427 females, as compared with 
1859, an additional evidence of the recurrent character of female 
criminals, which is further corroborated by the annexed special re- 
turn, now published for the fimt time. ^ 

It appears from this Table, that the 15,121 males who passed 
through the several county and borough gaols in 1860, were ascer- 
tamed to have undergone, from their first committal in any year, 
o F-1 Q^j? nearly I4 to each person, whilst the 

J,51b females, who during the same period were committed, had 
been no less than 36,895 times in prison, yielding an average of 
nearly 4 committals to each ; so that the average number of com- 
mittals of prisoners ot both sexes collectively gives 2^ ]:)er head. 

This Table is well worthy of examination in detail, as showino- 
how little deterrent effect imprisonment brings to bear upon many 
offenders (especially females}; for 1,087 males and 2,141 females 
are recorded to have been incarcerated four times and upwards, 
and no less than 336 females and 47 males are returned as having 
undergoim imprisonment from twenty-one to ti&enty-six times ; im 
deed, in Cork city gaol one female is stated to have been sixtu-six 
times committed.

This greater pi-oneness to recurrence among females is, doubtless’ 
to he attributed chiefly to the condition of their sex, but partly to 
the inferior means of accommodation, and consequently of con-ective 
administration, which are provided for them in our prisons 
d^ong males, a large portion of our criminals is derived from 
offences arising out of political and sectarian feuds, faction-fiahts and 
quarrels at fairs and markets, under the excitement of intoxication 
huch offences do not argue any very low degree of moral depravity- 
nor are the perpetrators, when discharged from gaol, debarred fi-oin 
restoration to their ordinary station in the community, and from there 
sumption of their usual occupations. But females, who have once fallen 
into habits of drunkenness or unehastity, are driven to desperation 
by hndmg the almost insuperable difliculties, which prevent their 
retrieving their former position, and thus sink lower and lower in 
the social scale, till they become thoroughly unsexed and brutalized 
and callous to the imperfect macliinery of deterrent and reforina’ 
tory discipline, which is brought to bear upon them.

By Table 7 it will be seen, that 5 males and 2 females received 
sentmice of death in 1860. Of these, but 2 males were executed; 
and in the other five cases the sentences were commuted to penal ser- 
vitude. In 1859, but one person (a male) was sentenced to death, but 
subsequently the sentence was commuted. Sentences to penal servi- 
tude for life, and for 15 years, and above 10, were the same in both 
1859 and 1860 ; but those for the terms of 10 and above 6 years, and 
for 6 and above 4 years, slightly increased in 1860, wliilst those for 
shorter terms exhibit a decline. On the whole, the sentences of 
this nature in 1860 have fiillen below those of 1859, 11 males and 
J O females. 

* Includiflg 435 deserters, aiid 406 male aud 253 female lunatics. 
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The sentences of fine only, (Table 8,) those for unlimited pe- 
riods, and sentences respited and not passed, also diminished in 
1860 as compared with the previous year. 

In 1860 (Table 9) there were 12,576 males and 12,230 females 
under sentence to definite terms of imprisonment for all j)erio(h, to 
be set against 13,147 males and 12,102 females in 1859 ; the males 
thus showing a decrease of 631, and the females an increase of 128, 
during 1860. On comparing the numbers sentenced to imprison- 
ments for terms above one month in 1859 and 1860, it appears that 
there was a decline of 86 males in the latter year, and an advance 
of 105 females. 

Table 10 gives a return of the number of males and females 
sentenced during 1860 to terms under one month, and the number 
of days of twenty-four hours represented thereb}% from which we 
learn, that nearly threefourihs of the males, and about fve-sixths 
of the females., included in Table 9 were thus sentenced, and that 
the average duration of their imprisonments were 10 days and 17 
hoiu’s.

An examination of Table 11 shows a falling off in every period 
of age, with the exception of 10 years old and under, in the com- 
mittals of 1860 as compared with those of the previous year. The 
greatest proportional decrease occurred in prisoners above 10, and 
not exceeding 16 years, viz., from 1,561 to 1,354, equal to 13 per 
cent.; and the committals of offenders exceeding 41 years also 
show a falling off of 486, or ten per cent. As to sexes, the males 
increased considerably at 10 years and under, viz., from 45 to 58; 
wliereas, the females at the same age-period declined from 20 to 
17. The only age-period at which females exhibit an increase is 
that between 21 and 31, which rose from 6,944, in 1859, to 7,035, 
in 1860. In 1858 and 1859 the females increased to the greatest 
extent between 11 and 20 years of age. 

Education on committal exhibits little alteration from 1859; tlie 
proportion of the males who could read and write well being the 
same in both years, viz., 36 per cent. The wholly illiterate of this 
sex also reach the same ratio in 1860, as in 1859, viz., 37 per cent. 
The females, who could read and write well, were in 1860 15 per 
cent, on the committals, against 14 per cent, in the previous year, 
whilst the wholly illiterate were in 1860 the same as in 1859, viz., 
53 per cent. 

Pielif/ion . — Of the 30,712 comrqiftals in 1860, the Protestants 
numbered 3,233, or 10'5 ]}ei' cent.; the Presbyterians, 697, or 2-2 
per cent. ; and the Roman Catholics, 26,587, equal to 86'5 j)er cent. 
The religious profession of 195 persons could not be ascertained. 
In 1859 the Protestants amounted to 10'4 ]-)er cent., the Presby- 
terians to 2'3 per cent., and the Roman Catholics were 86T per 
cent, on the committals of that year, proportions almost identical 
with those of 1860. 



Juvenile Offenders, 

The persons treated of in the subjoined Tables have already been 
taken into account in the foregoing Statistical Tables, and are now 
considered separately, as composing that portion of the criminal 
population about which the greatest solicitude is entertained. 

The following returns afford very full information as to the 
number, ages, offences, state of education, and social condition, of 
juvenile delinquents, and establish the important result that under 
almost every heading reliable evidences of improvement appear. It 
is somewhat remarkable, that in the greatly reduced aggregate of 
numbers for 1860, nearly the same proportions are observable as 

b 
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for 1859 in the several schedules of “Parentage,” “.Residence” 
“ Education,” and “ Religion.” We would also call attention to the 
suggestive fact, that 60 per cent, were orphans, or had lost either 
their fathers or their mothers, and that 27 per cent, of the boys, and 
57 of the girls, were wholly illiterate; thus showing the policy of 
intervention on the part of the State, to supply the want of parental 
supervision, in Reformatory Schools, or similar institutions. 

In 1860, the committals of persons, whose ages did not exceed 
sixteen years, were 1,429, viz., 1,094 males and 335 females; of 
these, 58 males and 17 females were aged 10 years and under; 
and 1,036 males and 318 females between 10 and 16 years old; so 
that compared with the same classes in 1859, there appears a re- 
duction of 206, viz., 163 males and 43 females.

Tables 13 and 14, which set forth the recommittals of iuvonilos 
during the yoaip860, show that 1,005 individual male prisoners 
lepresented 1,094 committals, and that 279 females underwent 335 
mns of imprisonment during that year.

convictions under the last-named heading have become so infre- 
quent that we have omitted it this year from the several Tables of 
juvenile statistics. 

The number of juveniles acquitted also fell below those of the 
previous year viz., from 2M (comprising 211 males and 48 fb- 
males) to 237 (composed of 173 males and 64 females) in 1860 
Workhouse offenders, however, show an increase over 1859 as 
in that year 61 males and 8 females came within this cateo-o’rv 
whilst in 1860 73 males and 9 females are included in it. “

Iii considering the sentences of juveniles as passed in 1860, it is 
to be borne in mind, that they include the legal preliminary im- 
prisonments of 194 males and 65 females directed to be subsequently 
detained in Reformatory Schools, established under the 21 & 22 
Victoria, cap. 10,3. Tables Nos. 23, 24, and 25, have been prepared 
to show the statistics of these establishments, so far as they affect 
the institutions with which we are connected. 

By Table 19 we find that, of the juveniles committed m 1860_, 
285, or nearly 20 per cent., had lost both their parents ; 359, or 25 
per cent., had lost their fathers; and 215, or 15 per cent., their 
mothers, thus maintaining the same relative proportions as in 1859. 

Table 20 shows, that of the 1,429 committed in I860, 235, or 16 
per cent., females belonged to other localities than the jurisdiction 
of the gaol, to which they were severally committed. In 1859 this 
class amounted to 19 per cent, on the committals.^ 

The state of education of juveniles is recorded in Table No. 21, 
from which it appears, that 32 per cent, of the males and 13 per 
cent, of the females could read and write on committal ; and that 
27 per cent, of the boys, and 53 per cent, of the girls, were wholly 
illiterate. In 1859, 30 per cent, of the boys and 10 per cent, of 
the girls were returned as having been able to read and write when 
committed, and the wholly illiterate of the males reached 29 pei 
cent., and of the females, 51 per cent. 

According to Table No. 22, the Protestants in 1860 were 7 per 
cent, of the total, the Presbyterians 2 per cent., and the Roman 
Catholics 91 per cent.

Prison Dietari/ Class 1. ^fales. — Breakfast — 8 oz. meal, in stirabout, and half 

pint new milk. Dinner — 14 oz. bread, 1 pint new milk. 

Class 2, Females. Breakfast— 7 oz. meal, in stirabout, and half pint new milk. 

Dinner 12 oz- bread and pint new milk. 

Class 3, Males and females under fifteen years — Breakfast — 5 oz. oatmeal, and 
half pint new milk. Dinner— Not less than 8 oz. brown bread, and 1 pint of soup. 
Supper — 4 oz. brown bread. 

Dietary for prisoners whose term of imprisonment shall not exceed one Calendar 

Month.— Chss, 1, Males Breakfast— 8 oz. meal in stirabout, and half pint new 

milk. Dinner -14 oz. broad, and I pint oatmeal gruel, or vegetable soup. 

Class 2, Females Breakfast 7 oz. meal, in stirabout, and half pint new milk. 

Dinner 12 oz. bread, -J- pint oatmeal gruel, or vegetable soup. 

Class 3, Jilaies and Females under fifteen years. — Breakfast — 5 oz. meal, in stir- 
about, and half pint new milk. Dinner— not less than 8 oz. brown bread, and 1 
pint soup. Supper — 4 oz. brown bread. 

The prisoners inchided in Class I , if committed for not less than two months, _ may, 
in cold weather, and if employed in exhau.stiug labour (should it be certified as 
proper by the medical officer), receive for breakfast 9^ oz. meal, and for dinner, 
1 lb. of bi'cad, or an equivalent portion of potatoes. 

The meal may be Indian meal, or oatmeal, or rye meal. Rice_ may be used 
instead, but only in conjunction with meal, and then in the proportion of 2 oz. of 
rice to b of meal.

It is strongly recommended that, as to preserve the health, variety of food is as 
necessai-y as a full supply, the substitution of potatoes for bread at dinner may be 
made whenever practicable, twice or three times in each week. 



Health. 

The gaols have generally been healthy and free from epidemic 
disease; the deaths in 1860 numbered 48, or 1 in YOG; in 1859 they 
amounted to 65, or 1 in 549; in 1858 they were 38, or 1 in 1,000. 

We find, however, that, of the 48 prisoners who died in 1860, 
29 were lunatics.

In this respect there has not been much change. The expenses 
of gaols have increased, during the past year, by £3,267 3s. 8|(f. ; 
of bridewells, by £336 3s. 

The total cost of each prisoner, in 1860, exceeds that of 1859 by 
£3 4s. lOrf. ; but tbe gxeat reduction in tbe aggregate confined 
naturally increases the average cost of each individual prisoner, 
whose share of the general expenses, including salaries of officers, 
is the larger in proportion as the numbers in gaols are smaller ; for 
it is evident that, if due discipline and supervision are to he main- 
tained, the officers cannot be reduced in proportion to the decrease 
in the prisoners, and that, therefore, the establishment charges are 
very little diminished, although the individuals amongst whom such 
cliarges are to be distributed are much fewer.

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IlIPROVESIENTS IN ACCOMMODATION AND DISCIPLINE. 

Antrim. — A large water-tank lias been completed, and furnishes 
a satisfactory supply. 

Cork Count!!. — The laundry-yard has been enlarged by the re- 
moval of a well, and two large apartments have been fitted up for 
the occupation of the sub-matrons. 

Cork Cil>j. — Water-closets and a bath have been erected in the 
hospital. 

Down. — A new laundry, four male and four female reception 
cells, with two baths, and a room with separate compartments for 
the use of visitors to prisoners, have been completed. The altera- 
tion of one of the buildings for the separate confinement of male 
prisoners has been carried into effect, and the means of artificially 
heating this section, as well as five cells allocated to male juveniles, 
in the female prison, have been provided. 

Duhtin Count !!. — The alterations and additions (referred to in 
the last Report), consisting of ninety -six new cells, four solitary 
cells, and an hospital for males, have been completed. 

Gahuay County. — Fifty-four cells have been prepared, with the 
requisite accessories, for establishing the separate system among the 
males. 

Kerry. — A new sewer has been constructed, and water-pipes 
have been laid down. 

Kildare. — One day-room in the old prison has been converted 
intq a Protestant chapel. 

Kilkenny County. — A steam and water-gauge has been added to 
the boiler, and a bath haa been erected for the use of the females. 

heitrim. — Tlie school-room and tread-wheel havebeen partitioned. 

Londonderry. — New entrances have been made to the horse-shoe- 
shaped portion of the prison, which has been provided with metal 
spouting. The working sheds have been newly roofed, water-clo- 
sets have been erected in the Debtors’ yard, in which the sewerage 
has been also improved, and a building for taking photographic like- 
nesses of prisoners has been erected. 

Longford, — The female quarter is in process of adaptation to 
“separation.” 

Drogheda. — The prison is undergoing alterations for adaptation 
to the separate system. 

Queen's County. — One of the wings is in progress of adaptation 
to the separate system. 

Tipperary {Korih Uklingf Nenagh. — Two sections are under- 
going preparation for the separate system. 

Tipperary {South Riding), Clonmel. — A new enclosed shed has 
been fitted up for the lunatic class, and heated by a stove. 

Waterford County and City. — Anew joint prison (for both juris- 
dictions) on the separate principle is in course of erection. 

Westmeath. — A new lavatory has been erectedin the male prison, 

Wicklow. — Three lavatories and three water-closets have been 
erected in the female prison, and the laundry has been divided with 
partitions. 
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Material Deficiencies. 

Armagh. — Hospital limited, and laundry unpartitioned; tlie 
boilers in tlie latter imperfect ; sheds insufficient ; the front seat of 
the chapel, which is used for schooling, requires partitions ; no baths 
in hospital. 

Carlow. — No reception-ward. 

Cavan. — Female accommodation insufficient; hospital and 
laundry very defective ; no drying-room ; the tread- wheel unpar- 
titioned. 

Clare The laundry, the tread-wheel, and the stone-sheds are 

unpartitioned, and there are no baths in the hospital. 

Corh County. — The laundry and chapel, in point of size and con- 
venience, are inferior to the rest of the prison; the hospitals are in- 
conveniently placed, and are without fixed baths ; and there is no 
water-closet in that assigned to the females. 

Cork City. — Some of the cells defective in ventilation; the 
laundry, the school-room, and themale work-room are unpartitioned, 
and there is no reception-room properly adapted for females; baths 
and water-closets are required in the hospitals : but a presentment 
has been obtained for erecting them. 

Donegal. — The sewerage is ineffective; the accommodation for 
the Governor is very limited ; and there are no baths in the hos- 
pitals. 

Down. — Accommodation for female lunatics defective ; no water- 
closets in hospital ; and no fixed baths. 

Fermanagh. — There is no chapel here ; the laundry requires par- 
titions ; the drying-room is incomplete and useless ; and there' is no 
fixed bath except in the hospitals. 

Galway County. — Partitions for the tread- wheel are required; 
and reception-rooms, a laundry, a drying-room, and a proper 
kitchen are all wanting, as well as baths and water-closets in the 
hospital. 

Gakoay Toion. — This gaol is wanting in so many of the ordinary 
statutable requirements specified in the Prisons Act as to be unfit 
to be classed with similar institutions elsewhere, nor does there seem 
to exist the smallest intention of improvement. 

Kerry. — The lavatories are undivided, as are also the laundry, 
the stone-breaking sheds, and the school-rooms ; there is no bath 
for the separate use of females ; and there are no reception-rooms 
for either sex ; the hospital is rather circumscribed. 

Kildare. — The chief requirements are, machines for fumigating 
the clothes of prisoners of both sexes ; the allocation of quarters to 
female debtors ; the substitution of a wall for an open iron railing, 
which at present divides the yards assigned to master and pauper 
debtors ; and the erection of a screen between the exercise yards 
for the two sexes. 

Kilkenny Co-unty. — Some leakage in the pans of the lavatories 
and water-closets, which are placed in the cells. 

Kilkenny City It is unnecessary to dwell upon the defects of 

this miserable gaol, as the city prisoners are about to be transferred 
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to the county gaol, under contract, in accordance with the Amended 
Prisons Act. 

Kin(j\ County. — Reception-rooms, a proper laundry, and covered 
lavatories are required. 

Leitrim — Tlie ground tier of female cells is dark and incon- 
venient ; the laundry is unpartitioned, as is also the work-room ; and 
the hospital requires repairs, and the erection of water-closets. 

Limerick County — The hospital is small and inconvenient ; the 
laundry is unpartitioned ; the cells adapted for separation are not pro- 
perly provided with bells ; and there is no bath in the female section. 

Limerick City. — The whole structure is most inconvenient, and 
ill adapted for the means of classification and supervision ; the 
female accommodation is very defective; there are no reception- 
rooms, no covered lavatories, and no drying-room ; the laundry is 
inadequate and unpartitioned ; and there is no proper division of 
the Marshalsea. 

Londonderry — The sewerage of the lower prison is defective ; 
and the laundry is unpartltioned as yet, but is about to be divided. 

Lonyford, — The school-room is unpartitioned ; the laundry and 
drying-room are indifferent ; and there is no bath except in the 
male hospital, which is unprovided with hot water. 

Louth. — The number of cells assigned to females is insufficient ; 
and there are facilities for the sexes to see each other, from the want 
of a dividing wall. 

Lroyheda. — ^As this prison is in process of being rebuilt, and is, 
therefore, but partially and occasionally occupied, no detail is 
necessary. 

Mayo. — ^The ventilation is not sufficient, and the sewerage im- 
perfect ; there is no reception-room for females, and no warm bath 
in the hospfital. 

Meath,— TI uscg are no covered lavatories, and no baths except 
in the hospital, which latter is accessible by a staircase common to 
both sexes ; the laundry is ill-contrived and unpartitioned. 

Monaghan. — Tread-wheel unpartitioned ; laundry bad, and no 
drying-room ; no water-closets nor baths in hospital. 

Roscommon. — There is no reception-room for either sex; the 
laundry is small and unpartltioned, and the drying-room almost 
useless ; there are no covered lavatories except in the new female 
prison ; there are no water-closets in the hospitals ; and in that as- 
signed to the females there is no bath. 

Sligo. — The tread-wheel and laundry require to be partitioned ; 
there are no reception wards, no covered lavatories, ancl no bath on 
the male side. 

Ti]>i)erary, Nenagh. — Tlie laundry is unpartitioned, and the hos- 
pitals are unprovided with fixed baths and water-closets. 

Tipperary, Clonmel. — The laundry is unp>artitioned, and there 
are no water-closets in the hospitals. 

Tyrone. — The sewerage is imperfect ; the kitchen is utterly use- 
less, as is also the drying-room ; the laundry is unprovided with 
partitions, and the hospitals with baths and water-closets, within 
the buildings; a reception-room, and bath, and clothes’ store are 
required for males ; and solitary cells for both sexes. 
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Waterford Gounti/ and Ciii/.—A new joint prison being in 
process of erection, it is needless to specify the defects of the old 
buildings. 

Wexford.— The cesspools of some of the old privies are occasion- 
ally offensive; the hospital is approached by a staircase in common 
to both sexes, and is unprovided with fixed baths and water-closets. 

Wicklow. — The hospital is limited, accessible only by a common 
staircase, and without w'ater-closets. 

AdMIXISTHATIVE DEFICIKIfCIES, 

Armaqh. — No punitive labour; books of inspection of provisions 
occasionally defective in entries. 

Carlow. — No school for either sex; no night patrol. 

Cavan. — Female classification imperfect. 

Clare The classification of the males imperfect, and the num- 

ber of turnkeys too small. 

Cork County. None of the turnkeys are trained handicraftsmen. 

Cork Ciri/.— Facilities for undue communication exist in conse- 
quence of tiie absence of partitions in the laundry, school-room, and 
male workshop. 

Conerjal. — Classification is interfered with by the presence of so 
large a number of lunatics ; the meals are taken in association ; in- 
dustrial labour is confined, among the males, almost entirely to 
stone-breaking ; and the supervision of the schools is inadequate. 
CuUin City, llichniond. 1 Bye-laws.

'Fermanagh The Punishment Book and the Registries of 

Progress are carelessly kept; some of the approved forms are not 
adopted. 

Galway County There is no female school ; industrial labour is 

inconsiderable; and but one of the turnkeys is a handicraftsman, 
viz. : a weaver. 

Galway Town. — Classification is very imperfect ; industrial 
labour is a nullity ; there is no school for the females ; and the means 
of instruction for the males are quite insufficient; the staff' is far too 
small, and is miserably and irregularly paid. 

Kerry. The school instruction is too limited, and the female 

classification is imperfect. 

Kildare. — There ai-e facilities for intercourse at school, at one of 
the crank-pumps for males, and at the mangle for females. 

Kilkenny County. — Industrial labour a nullity, and the staff 
inadequate. 

Kilkenny City. — See under head of “ Material Deficiencies.” 
King's County. — The classification of females is imperfect, and 
their education defective ; the salaries of the staff are too low. 
Leitrim. — The female classification is imperfect. 

Limerick County. — The males and females are associated at meal 
times, and the latter in their work-room; their educational instruc- 
tion also is imperfect. 

Limerick City. — The females are almost constantly in association ; 
the salaries of the turnkeys are inadequate. 
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hondonderry. — An Extern Officers’ Gate-Book of the approved 
form is required. 

Longford. — Gate-Book not correctly kept ; Punishment-Book 
and Chaplains’ Journals not initialed. 

JjoiUh. — There are no trained handicraftsmen among the turn- 
keys. 

Mayo. — Female classification and education are imperfect; and 
some of the gaol books of the approved forai are wanting, 

Meath. — Classification is imperfectly observed, especially among 
the females ; and the school instruction of the latter requires im- 
provement. 

Monaghan. — No tell-tale clock; female classification imperfect. 

Queen's County. — Some of the approved forms of gaol books are 
wanting. 

Roscommon — The discipline of the females, who are wholly with- 
out school instruction., is very badly conducted ; and the facilities 
for undue intercourse are greatly increased by the want of female 
officers, there being but one matron. 

Migo. — Female classification is limited: registries of progress in 
the approved form are not kept ; the monthly payment of the sub- 
ordinate officers would be highly desirable. 

Tipperary., Nenagh. — A tell-tale clock required for checking the 
night patrol; the Punishment Book ought to be submitted to the 
Boai-d. 

Tipperary., Clonmel. — The males are associated at school and at 
industrial labour, as are also the females, who are divided into two 
classes only. 

Tyrone The males are occasionally associated in the worksheds, 

and the females in the laundry ; sentences of hard labour are not 
duly carried out in the case of prisoners employed in certain handi- 
crafts ; some of the approved gaol books are either wanting, or not 
properly kept ; and the visits of the Chaplains and Medical Officer 
fall below the minimum of requirement ; the salary of the Gover- 
nor is inadequate. 

Westmeath Some of the gaol books are not satisfactorily kept. 

Wexford. — There is no tell-tale clock to check the night patrol; 
some of the gaol books are not kept with due accuracy ; the indus- 
trial employment for the females is scanty ; the salaries of the turn- 
keys are rather low, and but few of them are trained handicraftsmen. 

Condition of Gaols. 

In addition to the tabular synopsis, which from time to time we 
have furnished in successive Reports, we, this year, present three 
summaries, viz., of the actual improvements carried into effect in the 
interval which has elapsed since the publication of the preceding. 
General Report, and of the existing deficiencies, both material and 
administrative, which are observable in the prisons of this Idngdom. 
In measuring these deficiencies, we have applied no ideal or specu- 
lative standard of future excellence ; but we have simply noticed 
the shortcomings, which fall below the primary requirements of 
the older statutes conversant with prison accommodation and dis- 
cipline: statutes which are mere dead letters, and hruta fulmina; 
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Thhty. because the power of enforcing the fulfilment of them is wanting. 

Re^rt. To supply that want, to remedy many other evils, and to establish a 
— system, in which all the elements indispensable to effective, and, there- 

fore, economical, gaol administration, viz., the deterrent, and the 
reformatory, by the means of strict coercion, moderate diet, im- 
proved classification, and adequate instruction, moral and religious, 
educational and industrial, a Prison Bill, introduced by a former 
Government, was adopted, and carried to the stage of a second 
reading, last session, by the present administration, but has been 
since laid aside; and we, therefore, find ourselves without any 
prospect of legislative aid in these vital particulars, which have so 
often, and so vainly, formed the subject of our official remonstrances 
and suggestions. 

The summaries referred to above prove how little reliance can 
be placed on voluntary action in many localities, although the 
decline in the number of prisoners, and the large reimbursement 
derived from the sum contributed from the Consolidated Fund 
towards the maintenance of certain classes of offenders, amounting 
to 10 per cent, on the net expenditure, renders the financial posi- 
tion of the ratepayers much more favourable now than formerly. 

In the second place, we have to reiterate our regret, that no 
probability of legislative relief from the pressure of lunatics pre- 
sents itself ; and that for a considerable period at least, we shall bo 
compelled to deal with those intrusive occupants of our gaols, un- 
provided as they are with proper means, repressive or curative; 
that we shall have to lament, not only the infraction of discipline, 
caused by the necessity of finding attendants (a difficulty greatly 
enhanced by the more than proportional diminution of sane pri- 
soners) ; but the destruction of all chances of recovery on the ]mrt 
of such as were originally capable of restoration to reason, while, 
on the other hand, many of them, such is the want of discrimination 
evinced in committing them, belong to the category of idiocy 
rather than of lunacy; and are thus wholly exempt from moral 
responsibility. 

Our Reports for the several counties and boroughs furnish the 
details of these crying evils, and of the very large proportion of the 
insane in many of the gaols. To instance a few cases, we found at 
the period of our inspections 10 lunatics out of a total of 49 pri- 
soners in the county gaol of Donegal; 15 out of 67 at Nenagh; 
20 out of 85 at Clonmel; 29 out of 96 at Wexford; one of the 
so-called danr/eroics lunatics at the latter place being an aged man, 
stone blind, feeble in health, and quiet in temperament. Again, 6 
out of an aggregate of 13, on the female side alone, are recorded 
at Monaghan, and 9 out of 22 at Wicklow. Now, as each indi- 
vidual of the more violent, and of those, who are subject to epilep- 
tic and other fits, requires the constant supervision of two attend- 
ants, not selected from their sane fellow-prisoners, but taken from 
such as vohmteei\ it is impossible to overstate the subversion of 
discipline, which is inevitably produced by the withdrawal of the 
latter from almost all the regulations affecting diet and labour, it 
being necessary to grant whatever relaxations are demanded by 
them, as an inducement to undertake this disgusting and dangerous 
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duty, which is too often carelessly, harshly, and indiscriminatingly 
performed. In fine, while we bear willing testimony to the care and 
anxiety evinced by the physicians and surgeons, in dealing with 
the treatment of this unhappy class, and to the readiness of the 
discipline officers to give them every assistance compatible with the 
condition of things which we have described, we would point to 
the suggestive fact, that out of a total of 48 deaths, in the gaols 
during the past year, no less than 29 were those of limatics. 

Tlie general accommodation for the insane of all denominations 
in this country having been ascertained to be wholly insufficient, 
measures have been taken to meet the exigency; an auxiliary 
asylum having been provided at Clonmel, and the erection of new 
asylums having been sanctioned by the proper authorities for the 
counties of Clare, Wexford, and Donegal, while similar institutions 
are, we are informed, projected for the counties of Monaghan, 
Cavan, and Down. But it has been especially found in this branch 
of social statistics that supply creates demand ; we fear, therefore, 
that the proposed means of relief will not prove to be commensu- 
rate with the future requirements; and we feel assured, that 
though the pressure may be somewhat abated, as long as the state 
of the law gives the facilities, which exist at present, of sending lu- 
natics under the alleged designation of “ dangerous” to our prisons, 
the administration of the latter will continue to be obstructed and 
encumbered by the presence of those unfit inmates. 

Thirdly, and lastly, we request attention to Table 25, now fur- 
nished for the first time, which contains a summary of the causes 
of the rejection of juveniles directed to be retained in Reformato- 
ries. This table, which reveals the striking fact, that, in no less 
than 35 cases, amounting to 8 per cent, on the ivhole-, justice has 
been frustrated, partly by a non-observance of some of the prelimi- 
nary formalities prescribed in the 21 & 22 Vic., cap. 103; partly by 
the miscalculation of officials, and partly by the exercise of mere 
will on the part of the managers of Reformatories, who are -wholly 
irresponsible, and beyond the control of the judicial authorities, 
AVe took occasion, in our Report for the year 1859, to advert to 
these, and other defects in the Statute referred to above, and to 
submit such obvious remedies as suggested themselves; but no 
attempt having been made to obviate the difficulties, and to correct 
the imperfections which we then enumerated, the law has been 
stultified by the absolute discharge of this large aggregate of de- 
linquents, some of them having been rejected on account of the 
gravity of their previous offences, who were turned loose upon 
the community after the completion of the very brief and inade- 
quate imprisonment, which had been awarded as a mere preliminary, 
and solely for the purpose of fulfilling the required conditions an- 
tecedent to their intended detention in the Reformatories.

The committals in 1858 were — males, 364; females, 175. Daily average — 
males, 30 ; females, 27. 

It thus appears that there "was no material change in the number of com- 
mittals of either sex in 1859 as compared with 1858, but there was a consider- 
able increase in the daily average of males, and decrease in that of females. The 
returns up to the day of inspection in the current year do not indicate much 
change in the number of male offemlcrs, but both in the committals and dail}' 
average of females for that ]jenod the reduction is very large and remarkable, 
the average daily number of that sex in custody having simk from twenty-two 
to eleven. It is, moreover, worthy of notice, that in 1859 nearly one-half, and 
in the first five months of I860 more than one-half, of the committals of females 
were for drunkenness. Juvenile offenders have, I am happy to say, become very 
i*are ; and vagrancy has almost disappeared from the registry. The committals 
of dangerous lunatics, however, increased lastj^ear, which is much to be dejilored, 
since the presence of these unfortunate beings interferes with the discipline of 
the gaol, which, moreover, is not furnished with appliances suited to, or officers 
skilled in, their treatment.

The gaol was throughout in good repair, seem’e, dry, Tvell ventilated, and very 
clean ; the sewerage is effective, and the wells contain a sufficient supply of 
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water ; bat tbe action of tlie tread-wlieel pump is defective, and it is very desirable 
that hand or crank pumps should be substituted for it. The bedding, blankets, 
and sheets were suflicient in quantity and quality, as was also the prison cloth- 
ing, except that more shoes were wanted for the males, and caps for the females, 
and that it would be well if some socks or stockings were provided for the use of 
the males.

No change or improvement has been made in the accommodation since the 
last report. 

The accommodation for males is ample in extent, and might easily be adapted 
to the separate system ; that for the females is sadly limited, and thereby the 
application of improved prison discipline is prevented. There is a spacious 
inarsliakea, a good carpenter’s shop and forge, and convenient kitchen ; but the 
laundry is small and inconvenient, and there is no drj'ing-roora — a serious want. 
The so-called hospital is sadly delicient in every requirement for the proper 
treatment of the sick. There are no lavatox'ies ; but tubs and towels are fur- 
nished for every yard. Thei’C is a shower-bath, but none other except a 
slipper bath in the hospital ; aud only those who especially requii’c it are washed 
on admission. 

I was very hapjiy to learn that it is in contemplation to remed}- two of the 
chief defects in this gaol, noticed above and in previous reports, by converting 
the old prison, now and for a lengthened period unoccupied, into an hospital and 
laundry. The Local Inspector and Governor explained to me the mode in which 
it is proposed to carry out these much required improvements, which appeared 
to me most satisfactory aud comjxlete ; and I would earnestly urge the local 
iuithorities to lose no time in eflccting this alteration, which will not be expen- 
sive, and which will free Cavan Gaol from the stigma of having the worst hos- 
])ital and laundry of any county gaol in the country. I would at the same time 
remark, that a sulficient portion of the male prison might be easily and cheaply 
adapted to the separate system, the efficiency of which as a deterrent and refor- 
matory agent has been universally recognised. If one range were gutted — i.e., 
if the centre wall were removed, twenty-four cells would be available for separa- 
tion, and the conversion of the day -rooms and kitchens into cells would give six- 
teen more. The heating and otherxvise fitting up these cells would not be 
expensive ; and space might also be found for water-closets and lavatories, and 
tliiis accommodation undei” the separate sj-stem for forty male jxrisoners would 
be provided ; and at some future period the female prison might be similaidy 
altered. 



At present the males arc classified according to the Prisons Act; and the 
females are sometimes in two and sometimes in three divisions, according to 
known or presumed character; and all of both .sexes, except lunatics, sleep and 
take then* meals singly in their cells; but it is obvious that this classification, 
howevei’ carefully administered, is most imperfect, for it cannot prevent the 
aioral contamination which must result from the association of the comparatively 
or wholly innocent with hardened offenders, and docs not secui’e what can only 
be done by separation, that jxrisoners shall not lca\-e the gaol worse than they 
entered it. The Governor always attends the lock-up ; and one turnkey patrols 
at night, but his vigilance is not tested by a tell-tale clock.

Jlr. George Gallogly, Governor, having resigned, jMr. George Robert Gal- 
logly, Deputy Governor, was appointed Governor. Frances Dowling, Hospital 
Niu'se, died ; no appointment made in her place up to the day of inspection. 

The extern officers and the Governor are paid at assizes ; the subordinate offi- 
cers are now supposed to be paid monthly; but I was informed that the pay- 
ments are very irregularly made, which, of course, much diminishes the advant- 
age to these officers of the change from half-yearly payments. 

The turnkeys are now clothed in suitable uniforms ; none receive rations except 
the assistant matron and nursetender. 

The new governor, who has had considerable experience in the management 
of a prison, is active and zealous, and, aided as he will be by an efficient Local 
Inspector, I have no doubt that were the gaol adapted to separation, that system 
of discipline would be earned out very successfully.

The 
so-called hospital is merely the top story of the old gaol, and is obviously utterly 
inifit for the purpose to which it is assigned, not having even a sufficient division 
between the male and female patients ; indeed the defects of this most important 
department of the prison are so felt by the officials, that there is great disincli- 
lution on their part to send the sick into hospital.

In IS5S, the committals were, males, 422 ; females, 132 ; daily average, males 
43 ; females, 18; so that, in 1859, there was a very considerable reduction in 
both sexes in the committals and daily average. 

The daily average of males had largely increased in the fu'st seven months of 
1860, owing chielly to the committals of persons charged with agrarian outrages. 
Of the 49 pi-isoncrs in custody on the day of inspection, it will be seen that no 
less than 19 wore dangerous lunatics. It is, however, happily mmecessary that 
I should dilate upon the imfitness of a gaol for the detention of these unhappy 
beings, inasmuch as a Lunatic Asylum is about to be built for the county, which 
will relieve the gaol of these lunatics, who have for so long interfered most pre- 
judicially with its discipline and order, whilst a fail’ chance of recoveiy could 
not be afforded them in an institution not designed for their treatment. Juvenile 
crime has become very rare.

The gaol was throughout in good repair, secure, well ventilated, and clean. 
Water is supplied from a reservoir situated about a mile off. 

The sewerage is ineffective, but this defect is supplied by movable soil-boxes. 
Some of the blankets, and nearly all the bed-ticks and rugs, were bad, but new 
wore about to be issued. 

The clotliing was sufficient in quantity ; but fustian jackets and corduroy 
trousers washed until they had become quite thin, are far too cold for winter 
wear. Some boys’ shoes were wanted.

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No change had been made in the accommodation since the last inspection, nor 
was any in contemplation. I would here remark that this is nearly the only 
o-aol in Ireland that there appears no design of improving ; and I would urge 
the local autliorities to consider whether money would not be well expended in 
adopting this prison to the separate system, the efficiency of which is now so 
universally recognised, and which is peculiarly useful in a county where agrarian 
outrages are frequent, by preventing the Ribbonmen, when committed to gaol, 
from communicating with one another. 

The accommodation for the Governor is sadly limited, the only good room in 
his house being occupied as a board-room. It would Ije a great boon to this 
deserving officer to give him up this room ; and a board- room might, at small 
expense, be built over the chapel. There are baths in each prison, in which all 
are washed on admission ; and tubs, soap, and towels are supplied in each yard. 

The males are classified according to the directions of the Prisons Act, and 
the females are in two classes, according to character; but the presence of so 
many lunatics interferes very much with the classification. 

The meals are taken in the day-rooms, but all the sane prisoners sleep in 
separate cells. The Governor always attends the lock-up. One Turnkey, by 
rotation of all, is on guard at night, but there is no tell-tale clock to test his 
vigilance.

It thus appeal’s that although the committals of males 
in 1859 were fewer than in 1858, yet their daily average was very considerably 
higher: whilst the committals of females slightly increased, and their daily average 
decreased b)’ one. 

The returns for the first five months and a-half of 1860 show a very remark- 
able reduction both in the committals and daily average of males, and a lai’gc 
increase in the daily average of females.

The nrison was throughout in good repair, and well ventilated, but rather 
damp. 'Xhe supply of water is abimdant, and the sewerage eflectivc. Thebed- 
diu" was sullicient. The male clothing was tolerable, but there was a very scanty 
supply in store; and the female was bad, and the stock very low. There were no 
caps for the women, but I am informed that this want has smee been supplied ; 
and the stock of shoes was quite inadequate, and the shoes bad. Unless those 
deficiencies are made good before my next visit, Isliall be compelled to exercise 
the powers conferred upon mo by the 87th see. of 7 Geo. I\ . cap. 74, and order 
the deficient articles to be supplied. I found one female under sentence of three 
months’ imprisonment wearing her own clothes. _ Such a gross violation of the 
19 & 20 Vic. c.ip. 68, reflects the greatest discredit upon the (jOTernor.

No change has been marie in the accommodation since the last inspection. 
The heating of the male prison -works well, and the cells only require to be fur- 
nished with bells to be tit for canying out the separate system in its integrity ; 
but the local authoiities do not seem inclined to make this very desirable addi- 
tion, or to improve the female prison by heating it with hot air or water, parti- 
tioning the laundry, and completing the drying-room, which continues in an un- 
furnished and useless state. Strange to say there is no chapel in this gaol. _ 
There is a shower-bath in the yard of the reception-room, but there is no 
common bath in the gaol except in the hospitals. 

The males are strictly classified according to the Prisons Act ; but, indeed, 
their treatment approximates very closely to entire separation ; they sleep, take 
their meals, and are taught in their single cells, and are in a great measure 
separated at their various employments and handicrafts, but at_ the pump and 
at divine service are in association. The females, also, are similarly subjected 
to approximative separation, and are seldom associated except at the laundry. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and also goes round the entire prison at 
9 p.M. One turnkey, by rotation of all, is on duty at night ; but there is no 
tell-tale clock to test his vigilance.

These punishments, very few in number, were all ordered by the Governor. 
The Punishment Book is regularly submitted to and initialed by the Board. 

It now becomes my painful duty to relate an occurrence which reflects most 
seriously upon the conduct of the Governor. A prisoner complained to me that 
he had been thrust into a dark hole, and chained by the leg. At first the Governor 
faintly denied that any thing of the kind had taken place; but 1 saw clearly from 
the faces of Mr. Jeffers and the attendant turnkeys that there was something in 
this complaint. I therefore desired the prisoner to take me to the place where he 
was confined. _ , . , i 

I was taken to a door under the steps leading from the male prison to the hos- 
]-)ital. The key ha-ving been produced, after some delay, I entered a narrow, 
damp, dark cell, in the far corner of which was an iron post driven into the ground, 
and a chain attached to it. The Governor admitted that in this noisome den the 
prisoner had been chained for several hours. It is here necessary to state that 
neither my colleague nor myself had ever been made aware of the existence of 

^ next examined the Governor’s Journal, and found that he had altogether 
ne"lected to comply with the directions of llulo 17, attached to sec. 109 of 7 
Gt^. IV. cap. 74, for he had neither made any entry in his Journal of having 
put a prisoner in irons, nor apprized a member of the Board of the fact. 

I brought all these cii’cumstances under the notice of the Board, who mildly 
reproved the Governor, and ordered the obnoxious cell to be closed up. It then 
beWme a question whether I ought not to act under .see. 22 of 19 & 20 Vic. 
cap. 68 ; but I felt convinced that such a step must inevitably lead to the dis- 
missal of the Governor, which I thought under the circumstances of the case

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The decrease in the males was chiefly in the debtors, who fell from 1 3 in 1858, 
to 2 in 1859 ; and the increase in females in drunkards, who rose from 25 in 1 858, 
to 51 in 1859. 

The number of individuals committed to this gaol in 1859, was 261, being^l 
in every 428 of the total population of the county of Leitrim, as enumerated in 
the Census of 1851, viz., 111,841. The returns up to the 24th of May in the 
cui-rent yeai', indicate the probability of an increase in male, and a decrease in 
female crime in 1860.

Some portions of the building, particularly the hospital and ceilings of the 
female prison, required repairs, which were about to be executed. 

The gaol was clean and orderly throughout, secure, and well ventilated. The 
sewerage is effective, and is flushed from time to time, and the supply of water 
is abuiidant; but the number of available hands had latterly been insufficient to 
work the tread-wheel by which the water is raised to a cistern, whence it is 
distributed by pipes throughout the prison, and consequently it had become 
necessary to raise it by hand-pump, and to cany it In buckets to the various 
wards. _ , . 

The beddhig, blankets, sheets, and prison clothing, were sufficient m quantity 
and quality, and are regularly issued.

The accommodation for males is ample ; and as all the cells are of suflicient 
size for separation, it is to be hoped that the authorities ■will determine to adapt 
this prison to that s^'stem, or at least to an approximation to it, which has been 
found so effectual both as a deterrent and as preventing moral contamination, 
and which might here be estalflished at a comparatively sniall expense. The 
stone-breaking yard is fitted with sheds for separating the prisoners lylulst thus 
eiuplo}'ed ; and the male school-room and tread-wheel have been furaished with 
partitions for the same purpose. The other industrial labour Is carried on in 
the day-rooms and in a work-room where a scutcliing machine is placed, winch, 
however, has been idle for some time from want of hands to work it. 

The marslialsea is commodious, and the kitchen excellent.^ Tubs and to\vels 
are supplied to every yard ; and there are good baths in which all are washed 
on admission. The female prison contains a sufficient number of cells, but 
those on the ground-floor are dai’k and inconvenient.

The laundry is not partitioned, and there is no drying-room. There is a 
good reception ward, for both sexes, at the entrance to the gaol. The males 
arc classified according to the directions of the Prisons Act ; the females are 
divided into two or three classes according to character, the prostitutes being 
kept apart from the rest; but it is obvious, that this classification, however 
carefully observed, cannot prevent the comparatively innocent from being con- 
taminated by association with bardened ollbnders. All of both sexes usually 
take their meals and sleep in separate cells; but occasionally there are more 
females than can be accommodated separately, the lower cells in the female 
pri.‘<on not being fit for use at night. 

The Governor alwaj'-s attends the lock-np, and one turnkey is on patrol at 
night, but there is no tell-tale clock to test his vigilance. 

Discipline appeared to be strictly maintained, and the general appearance of 
the prisoners Avas satisfactory.

Daily average — 
jnalcs, 51 ; females, 2! : thus there was a decrease in male and an increase in 
I'emale committals in 1859, but a decrease in the daily average of both sexes, 
that in the male being much the largest. As, however, the daily average of 
females deci’cased in the face of an increase in their committals, it is clear that 
their sojom-n in the gaol must have been very short, and that, inferentially, the 
offences for which they were committed were trifling. This is, moreover, ve:y 
apparent from the fact, that 62 per cent, of the committals of females in 1859 
were for drunkenness, the great majority of the female prisoners being of the 
lowest and most abandoned class of prostitutes, and coming from the city. The 
daily average of both sexes slightly decreased in the fii’st nine months of 1860, 
but it is probable that the committals for the entire year will exceed those of 
1859. The number in custody on the day of inspection was very small, and 
may be contrasted very favourably with similar returns for the 1 1th of October, 
in the three preceding years.

The building was throughout in good repair, clean, dry, well ventilated, and 
secure. Water is supplied from the town-basin to the reservoir, and thence 
(!onveycd by pipes throughout the lower I’anges of the prison ; and the reservoir 
was about to be I'uised to' such a height as to command the upper ranges also. 
The sewerage has been much improved in the upper part of the prison, and 
some new water-closets have been erected in the sfonebreaking yards and other 
places, so that the privies in the lower prison, the sewerage of which is defective, 
are rarely used. The bedding and prison clothing were sufficient, and the clothes 
taken from the prisoners are duly cleansed and labelled, and an inventory is 
taken of them.

Since last inspection the small yard walls in the female prison have been com- 
pletely taken away, and a large exercising yard furnished with a water-closet 
formed for the female prisoners, as suggested by the Inspector-General at his 
visit in July, 1858.

London- Alterations are about being made in the laundr}', and a boiler fitted up for 
derrtj Gaol, washing and bath purposes. New baths have been purchased, and are to be 
fitted up. 

Plans had been appro^'ed by the Grand Jury at the Summer Assizes for 
adapting a sufficient portion of the male prison to separation, but were not 
sufficleutly specific to be submitted to the Lord Lieutenant. I trust, however, 
that at the next Assizes this defect will be remedied, and that at no distant 
period ail the criminal classes of prisoners will be subjected to the separate 
system, which alone can make a prison irksome to the hardened ofTender, and 
prevent the novices in crime from leaving it worse than they entered it. The 
female prison, already adapted to that system, was in good order ; the heating 
apparatus works well, and the ventilation and light have been much improved. 
The improvements in contemplation above noticed, which include partitions for 
the laundry, will make this portion of the prison very perfect, and the main- 
tenance of strict separation at work, as well as in the cells, will assuredly ere long 
diminish the number of drunkards and prostitutes referred to in the statistical 
portion of this report. There are lavatories in the female prison ; in the male, 
tubs and towels are supplied in each yard. The males, for whom the amount ot 
accommodation far exceeds existing or even probable requirements, are classified 
according to the Prisons Act, but are subjected to approximative separation — 
each prisoner sleeping and taking his meals separately (two cells being allocated 
to each man for these purposes), and being employed at stonebreaking singly in 
partitioned sheds. 

As the law requires that each prisoner shall have the benefit of a fire for ten 
hours a day during the six winter months, I fear this salutary discipline must be 
relaxed in cold weather until the cells have been ai’titicially heated. The 
females, except debtors, aie in strict separation, except at the laundry (about to 
be partitioned), at chapel, and at school. It ^vould be found to be advantageous 
if the schooh’oom w'ere partitioned. 

The Governor attends the lock-up. The turnkeys, all in turn, patrol at night 
in tliree watches, and then* vigilance is now tested by a tell-tale clock.

The general appearance of the prisoners was very satisfactory, and the vast 
improvement observable in the discipline and the general management of the 
prison, and the systematic order introduced into every department, reflect great 
credit upon the Local Inspector and Governor.

There were no complaints of the provisions, which are regularly inspected by 
the Chaplains, ■who record their opinions of the quality of each article of food 
issued in proper “Inspection of Provisions” books.

The various registries and books relating to statistics of crime, discipline, 
consumption, and finance, are kept with praisewox’thy cai’e and accuracy, and in. 
the forms recommended by the luspectors-General, with one exception — viz.: 
the approved “Extern Officers’ Gate-book” has not been established, so that there 
is no satisfactory record of the hours at which these officers enter and leave the 
gaol, which ought to be entered by the Gate Turnkey, and attested by the sig- 
natures of the officers. I must also, whilst on this topic, lU’ge the Board to 
require the Surgeon to observe the same rules, with regal’d to the entries of hi.s 
visits, as the other Extern Officers. 

The Governor’s joimnal is satisfactory; the Chaplains’ journals are duly sub- 
mitted to the Boai’d, but it is desii’able that each Chaplain should bo supplied 
with a drawer, in which to lock up his journal, to which only the Board, 
Inspectors- General, and Local Inspector should have access. The accounts 
appeared cleai’ and satisfactory.

The committals in 1858 were— males, 307; females, 253. Daily average- 
males, 21 ; females, 19 ; — so that the decrease of crime in 1859 was very consider- 
able in both sexes, and the returns for the first five months and a-half of the 
current year promise a fm’ther reduction in 1860. 

Of those in custody on the day of inspection, 5 males and 1 0 females were 
removed by order of the Lord Lieutenant from Drogheda Gaol, which is under- 
going extensive alteration. 

It will be observed that vagrancy has nearly disappeared from the list of 
offences. Juvenile offenders have also much diminished. 

Nearly half the committals of females in 1859 were for drunkenness, being 
chiefly prostitutes from the town of Dundalk.

The building was thi’oughout in good repair, secure, veiy clean, dry, and well 
ventilated, the alteration in the windows having made the cells sweet and airy; 
the leakage noticed in former reports having been remedied, the sewerage is 
now very effective ; and water, which is raised by crank-pump to a cistern, and 
thence conveyed by pipes to every cell, is abundant — a hand-pump also was 
about to be put up. The supply of bedding, blankets, sheets, and prison 
clothing was ample, and is regularly issued.

The accommodation in the aggregate is ample; but the number of cells 
allocated to females is insiiflicient, comprising only 22 cells, whereas at one time in 
1850 thei’e were 29 female prisoners. I -would, therefore, repeat the suggestion 
made in former reports, the adoption of which -would give 32 cells to the females, 
and more completely seclude them from the males, viz., that a partition should 
he made in the south wing, commencing at cells 16 and 21, and carried to the 
top of the building ; and that a .staircase should be constructed at the end of the 
south wing, so as to separate the female prison entirely from the male, and to 
give a second means of access to the upper stor}', -which in case of mutin)’- or fire 
would be extremely useful. I ■^vould also beg to obseiu-e that the use of naiTow 
radiating yards has been almost universally discontiiiucd, as not being conducive 
to the active and healthful movement which is indispensable to those, who, for 
so lai’ge a portion of the twenty-fonr houi'S, are subjected to strict separation. 
It is to be observed, moreover, that the males passing to and from the stone- 
breaking sheds, and those employed in weeding and cleaning, can see and be seen 
by the females exercising in these yards, which is most objectionable, and might be 
obviated by throwing down the* radiating yards and running a wall from the 
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south dom* to the corner of the sto'nc-brcaking sheds, thus enclosing a sufTieicut 
and secluded space for an • exercising ground for the women. Thci'o are good 
baths, in which all ai-e. waslied on admission. 

Separation is strictly carried out with all the criminal classes of both sexes— 
the prison being adapted to the separate system; each cell containing a bell, 
water-closet, and laratory; and the laundry, crank-pump, stone-breaking sheds, 
and chapel being divided into compartments for each prisoner. 

The Governor attends the lock-up and one turnkey is on duty at night, but 
there is no tell-tale clock to test his vigilance.

of male offenders during the last eighteen months has been caused by the pre- 
valence of “ assault eases,” for which the committals have been very numerous. 

Tuvenile offenders have much decreased ; and vagrancy has become rare, although 
ei«ht females wore committed for this offence in the first six months of the cur- 
rent year and only one for the whole of the last year. There were nine dangerous 
lunatics, Wose presence in an institution not adapted to their treatment is very 
objectionable.

The building was throughout in sound repair, secure, dry, clean, and sufficiently 
supplied with water, which is raised by the tread-whoel, and distributed by pipes 
throughout the prison. The ventilation is only tolerable; the cell windows 
hardly opening wide enough. The sewers ai-e kept cleim by constant flushing, 
and STO'cr boxes, emptied daily, have been provided. The cells, generally, re- 
quired whitewash. New bed-ticks and male clothing had been procured, and 
were about to bo issued ; some of the blankets were tkm and discoloured ; m other 
respects the bedding and clothing in use were sufficient ; but the stock of lemale 
clothing in store was very scanty, there bemg only in use and in store 27 gowns, 
23 petticoats, and 10 pairs of shoes , and 31 females having been m custody at 
one time in 1860.

No alteration has taken place since the last inspection. The want of ^ 
room still exists, and it is alleged that in consequence of the gi-eat depth of t c 
weU. the power of the tread-wheel would be diminished too much if it di- 
vided by rtalls, but by forming the latter of sheet iron this objection 
removed. There are no covered lavatories, but tubs are provided foi pereqnal 
ablution. There is a bath and a reception-room for males on them “mission 
but none for females. It has been stated in former Keports, that the oiffinary 
cells do not contain a sufficient number of cubic feet to bo adapted sepa^^ 
tion and this is undoubtedly a considerable obstruction to the establishment of 
that invaluable system here: but, if a begmmng were made by dividing each 
the female day-rooms into five cells, fifteen cells of the desired diniens ^^ 
he thus obtained at a very small ooi'^7 i ’?! f °f ^ 

cells to the proper scale, an amount of accommod,ation would ho seemed suffic^^ 
for the presLtind probable futme reiimi-oments, masmuch as the enforcemen^ 
of this form of disepne among prisoners of this sex invariably tends to a go. 
reduction of their nmnbers. On the male side the eight day-rooms would bo 
similarly divisiblo into forty cells. 
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The males are clasrified according to the directions of the Prisons Act. The 
females are in three classes, partly according to sentence and partly character. 
All of both sexes sleep and take meals sinsly in their cells. It is obvious that 
this classification, however carefully administered, is very imperfect, for it can- 
not prevent the hardened criminal from corrupting the beginner in crime, and 
does not secure (what ought to be secured, and can only be secured by the 
establishment of separation), that pi'isoners shall not leave the gaol worse than 
thev entered it. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and a turnkey patrols all night, whose 
vigilance is tested by a tell-tale clock.

The pro- 
visions are regularly inspected by the Chaplains ; but “ Inspection of Provisions 
Book” ought to be at once introduced, in AA'liich these officers should enter their 
opinions of the quality of each article of food supplied.

The Extern officers and the Governor receive their salaries at Assizes, the 
other officers monthly. All the Intern officers are supplied with coals and candles 
and, except the Govemor and Deputy Governor, receive rations. ’ 

The turnkeys are furnished with one suit of uniform eveiy year. On the 9th 
of June the Board dismissed the matron, Mrs. Kendelon, for “ having employed 
a prisoner to work for her,” in violation of a special general by-law issued by 
the Lord Lieutenant, although in my colleague’s report last year she had been 
reprimanded for a similar act of disobedience. The Grand Jury, at the summer 
assizes, directed the Local Inspector to request the sanction of the Inspectors- 
General to a small pension being granted to Mrs. Kendelon, in consideration of 
her service of twenty-three years. I have very rcluctantl}- felt it my duty to 
refuse this request, conceiving that I could not with jiropriety recommend for a 
superannuation allowance, under section 125 of 6 & 7 Wm. IV., cap. 116, a per- 
son who had been dismissed for misconduct by the Board of Superintendence, 
and whose negligence had been severely noticed in these reports for several 
years in succession.

The committals in 1 858 were, males, 270 ; females, 1 44, and the daily average, 
males, 23 ; females, 1 1, so that there was a very gratifying reduction in crime in 
1859, and the returns for the first four months and a-'half of 1860 give jiroiiiise 
that there will not, at least, be any increase in tlic amount of crime during the 
present year. That that amount is very small in projiorlion to the number of 
inhabitants of the county is best shown by the fact that, taking into account 
th^ re-coramittals, there were only 233 individnals committed to thc'countv gaol 
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out of a population of 140,750, as enumerated at the census of 1851. There 
were no sentences to solitary conlinement or -whipping in 1859.

Xo change has been made in the accommodation since the last inspection. 

Both the male and female prisons contain a number of cells sufficient for ex- 
isting requirements, but none of the cells, except the punishment cells which are 
in a detached block, are heated, or in way adapted to separation. 

There arc no covered lavatories ; but tubs, soap, and towels are provided in 
every yard for the daily personal ablution of the prisoners. There are no baths, 
except in the hospital ; the males who reipiire cleansing on admission are ivashed 
in large tubs in the yard attached to the reception ward ; the females in the 
laundry. 

It is very desirable that the laundry should be partitioned, so as to prevent 
unrestricted communication between the females whilst employed at washing. 

The interval between the lodges, mentioned in former reports as facilitating 
escapes, has not been bricked up. 

'i’lie male prisonei’s are supposed to be classified according to the directions 
of the Prisons Act, but I found tried and untried prisoners in the same yard, 
which admixture is irregular and objectionable. 

The females are in two divisions according to character. In both prisons the 
prisoners sleep and take their meals singly in their ceils ; but at work, at exercise 
in the yards, and at school, in neither prrson is there much restriction upon asso- 
ciation, so that the hardened malefactor has abundant opportunities ot corrupt- 
ing the comparatively innocent youth, and the abandoned prostitute ot contam- 
inating the young girl; but all jirisons (i.c., those in wliich prisoners 

are merely classified according to crime, or divided into two or three cla.sscs 
according to presumed character) are open to this great objection, separation 
being the only form of discipline which can ensure, what certainly ought to be 
ensured, that pri.soners .diall not leave the gaol worse than they entered it. 

The Governor attends the lock-up. Tavo watchmen are on duty at night, to 
test whose vigilance a tell-tale clock had lately been procured.

All the male prisoners sentenced to hard labour are worked on the tread- 
wheel, by which water is raised, for an hour and a half daily. The above return 
of the employment on the day of inspection represents pretty accurately the daily 
occupations of the prisoners. The small number of available hands generally 
barely sufficient for prison duties, such as pumping, washing, and mending, 
renders it impossible to cany on much industrial employment.

The males are instructed by the schoolmaster, who is also clerk to the Board, 
and the females by the assistant matron, daily, in reading, writing, and arith- 
metic. If the schoolmaster, who is a veiy competent teacher, were to insti-uct 
the females also (a matron of course being present), it would be an improvement, 
as discipline officers under low salai-ies are rarely qualified to impart educational 
instruction.

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Impectors-General of Prisons in Ireland. 

No change has been made in the accommodation since the last inspection, 
and conscfjuGntly Jlio defects noticed in previous reports continue unreinedied 
There is no reception-room for prisoners of either sex. The dryino--room is so 
small and badly constructed as to be nearly useless. The laundry is very small, 
and is not partitioned, so that the advantages of the separate system, supposed 
to be secured by the adaptation to it of a portion of the female prison, are neu- 
tralized. There are liaths for botli sexes, but very few appear to be washed on 
admission, although the condition of the majority of prisoners on entering the 
gaol IS such as to require that they sliould be washed in a warm bath. 

Tiicrc are lavatories in the new female prison ; but in the other wards of the 
gaol tubs, in the open air, are supplied for the daily personal ablution of the 
prisoners. 

The nudes ait; classified according to the directions of the Prisons Act, and 
sleep and take their meals singly in their cells. They are also kept apart -when 
working on the tread-wheel, which is partitioned; but at school and industrial 
labour arc more or less associated. The new female prison contains sixteen 
cells fitted lor separation, which arc allocated to the re-committed and more 
serious oircndcrs. The remainder of the females are in association. 

I feel compelled to express my entire dissatisfiiction with the management and 
discipline of tlie female jirison. No attempt is made to cany out the intention 
of the local authorities in adapting the cells above referred to to the separate 
system, for the females confined tiiereiu are exercised in the yard and employed in 
the humdiy with the other females, and arc allowed to associate and converse with 
them, ^ an d^ with one another; so that they enjoy opportunities of gossiping vei’y 
httle inferior to those possessed in an associative prison, and the main objects of 
separation arc lost, viz., that detention in gaol should be irksome to the hardened 
ollendor, and that the less depraved should not be corrupted by tlie veterans in 
crime. *' 

I am aware that it is impossible for one matron to attend propeidv to this 
prison ; but still I am persuaded that an active and attentive officer would, at 
least, _ have taken the trouble to profit by the advices given to her at former in- 
spections,^ and have made it a rule to confine the associated prisoners in their dav- 
rooins whilst tlie separate arc at exercise, and to jirevcnt the latter from so 
utterly violating the principle of separation as to be able to traffic with one 
another to tlie extent of exchanging a dinner for money, which no prisoner oimht 
to have had in her possession, and to clandestinely send out of the gaol letters, 
which ought only to be forwarded through the Governor. 

To these gross irregularities may be added frerpicnt insubordination and con- 
tiiiual complaints from nearly every female prisoner. 

The sole and only excuse for the matron is the want of an assistant, which has 
been so frequently commented upon. That want is about to be supplied, and it 
IS to be hoped that such an iiiiprovement will shortly take place in the female 
will prevent the necessity of taking practical notice of what I am 
obliged to characterize as the indilference and negligence of the matron. 

llie Governor or his deputy attends the lock-np, and one turnkey, by rotation 
ol all, IS on duty at night, and his vigilance is tested by a tell-tale clock.

Tlie committals in 1859 were — males, 357 ; females, 7G. Daily average — 
males, 32 ; females, 8. 

The above returns show a decrease in male, and an increase in female com- 
mittals, in 1859 ; whilst the dally average of the former sex remained unchanged, 
and of the latter increased by one. 

In the iirst seven months and a half of 1800 a considerable decrease is observ- 
able in male crime, and little change in female. 

On the day of inspection there were only 1 8 prisoners in the gaol, whilst for 
the period of the ciu’rent year elapsed previous to that day, the daily average of 
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both sexes, and of all descriptions of prisoners — debtors, lunatics, and criminals 
taken together— had been only 32. The amount of crime in this county may 
consequently be said to have become remarkably small, and the extent of its 
diminution in the last five years may be measured from the fact, that the highest 
number in custody at any one time in 1854 was 73 males and 32 females, and 
in 1859, only 42 males and 17 females. 

Juvenile offenders have much diminished, as have also the committals for 
vagrancy. 

There had been no sentences to solitary confinement or whipping in 1859.

The buildino- was, throughout, in excellent repair— secure, dry, wcll-vcptl- 
lated, clean, and abundantly supplied with water, which is conveyed by pipes 
from the reservoir on the hill, and distributed to each yard. W atcr for the 
general supply of the prison can also be raised from a well by the tread- wheel. 
Excellent drinking water is obtained from a pump on the premises. The sewer- 
ao-e is effective, and is flushed from time to time. Sufficient bedding, blankets, 
and sheets are furnished to every bed, and adequate prison dresses are regularly 
issued.

There has been no change in the accommodation since my visit in 1858. The 
accommodation for males considerably exceeds existing requirements. It com- 
prises 74 cells, all of sufficient size to justify the Inspectors-Gcneral in certifying 
their fitness for carrying out separate confinement. The female prison onl}- 
contains 17 such cells, but, judging from the returns for the last two years, that 
number of cells will in future amply suffice for this sex ; and in case of an in- 
crease in the number, the female criminal prison might easily be enlarged, by 
taking in a portion of the adjoining Marshalsca ; and having regard to the airy 
site and generally good construction of this prison, as well as to the attention, 
ener«-y, and efficiency of the officers by whom it is managed, I would most ear- 
nestly urge upon the authorities the expediency of adapting the gaol to that 
separate system, which is both deterrent and reformatory, and which can .alone 
secure that prisoners shall not leave the gaol worse than thej- entered it. 

There arc spacious Marshalseas for each sex, an excellent kitchen, fitted witli 
potato boilers, and convenient laundry, which, however, as well as the tread- 
wheel, ought to be furnished with partitions, so as to prevent communication 
between the prisoners during the hours of labour. The drying- room is of suf- 
ficient size, and is heated and fitted with frames. Work is curried on in the 
day-rooms! and in separate sheds erected in the yarils for stone and bone-break- 
ino-. There are no lavatories, but tubs, towels, and soap arc supj)iied in every 
yard. The one great defect in tlie accommodation of the prison is the want of 
a reception ward, which is obviously needed on sanitary grounds, as well as to 
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enable the Surgeon to comply witb the requisitions of the Prisons Act At 
present all, on admission, until after inspection by the Doctor, are lodged in the 
hospital.^ Ihe only two available baths in the prison are on the female side of 
the liospital, thus being most inconveniently placed. 

Tho males arc classiKed according t'o tlie Prisons Act. and juveniles are lept 
apjirt from adults.^ Ihc females are merely in two classes, according to charac- 
ter.^ Although this classification, as far as it goes, is carefully attended to, it is 
obviously inelTectual to prevent the younger and less depraved from receiving 
much moral contamination and corruption from intercourse with the hardened 
and abandoned; but unless the prison be adapteil to separation, no material 
improvement in this respect can be attempted. All, of both sexes, sleep and 
lake their meals in single cells. ^ 

Ihe Governor attends the lock-up, and a turnkey patrols at night, but there 
IS no tell-tale clock to test his vigilance.

The Presbyterian Chaplain, the Rev. J. Heron— who had always been a most 
zealous and elEcicnt officer — died a few days prior to my -visit. The Board ot 
Superintendence consider it unnecessary to till up the vacancy thus caused, the 
presence of a Presbyterian prisoner in tln^ gaol having become a very rare 
occurrence. Unless a change should take place in this respect, the decision ot 
the Board cannot be objected to ; but I submit that they are bound to urge the 
fiscal bodies to raise the salaries- now fixed at the minimum allowed by the 
Prisons Act— of the remaining two Chaplains, whose duties of inspection ot 
provisions and visits to the school are increased by the loss of them colleague. 

^ I learned with great pleasure that the Board had resolved to request the rate- 
payers and Grand Jury to raise the salary of the Governor, -which has hithcno 
been quite incommensurate with the value of his services. 
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All tlie officers are paid at Assizes. Iffic practice of paying tlie subordinate 
officers inontbly has been almost universally introduced, and has been found to 
confer a great benefit upon them, as they are' thereby enabled to buy at r(;ady 
money, instead of at credit prices.

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Tlic committals in 1868 were Males, 458; females, 109. Daily average- 
males, 43 ; females, 24 ; so that under both headings, and as regards both sexes, 
there was a considerable decrease in 1859. The returns for the first nine months 
of 1860 show an increase in the daily average of males and in the eommittals of 
feiiiiilos. It wiil also be observed that the I'e-coniiiiittals of females for that pe- 
riod of 1800 were as numerous as for the entire year 1859. The number in 
custody on the day of inspection considerably e.xoecded that on the correspond- 
ing day in the preceding year, the chief exce.ss being in the males. 

Committals for vagrancy arc unusually numerous in this count)-, that offence 
having nearly disajipeared from the registries of the majority of gaols. Juvenile 
oH'ciiders have become very few.

The building was, throughout, clean and orderly and in good repair, except 
that a fresh crack has appeared in the corridor of the male prison, and that the 
kitchen, which has never been used, owing to the dampness and faulty construc- 
tion of the flues, is fast going to ruin. The ventilation is very satisfactory. 
The_ sewerage is imperfect, the cesspools (which have to be emptied from time 
to time) being situated witliin the boundary walls of the prison. Water is 
snp[ilied Hu'oughout the prison b}" jmmps worked by the tread-wheel and by 
liand.^ The bedding, blankets, and sheets were sufficient, but the prison clothing, 
especially for females, was so indifForent, that Iiad I not been assured that better 
clothing was about to be su]:)plied, I should have felt compelled to order new 
clothing to be purchased, under sec. 87 of 7 Geo. IV., cap. 74.

Xo change has been made in the accommodation since the last inspection, but 
I was very happy to learn tliat a pre.scntmont had already passed the road 
sessions for adapting the male prison to separation, by beating it with hot water ; 
dividing the day-rooms into cells, erecting lavatories and water-closets, and 
fitting the cells with bells. A reception-room and bath, and clothcs-store ad- 
joining, are imfch rorpiircd for males. The spacious apartment intended for a 
kitchen is useless, as shown above, and tlie small shed now used for a kitchen is 
most iuecnveiiient and iii.«u!licicnt. I cannot but think that any architect or 
hnilder would, without dilliculty, devise means for rendering the proper kitchen 
available. Solitary cells for both sexes arc also required. 

The arrangements of the chapel are now satisfactory. The female prison 
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■vvliich is adapted to scpai'ation, was in good order, the heating apparatus work- 
in<T well, and the light and ventilation being now satisfactorj^ ; the lavatories, 
holvever, as has been stated in previous reports, arc dark, narrow, and inconve- 
nient. Tlie laundry is spacious, but is not fitted with partitions ; the drymg- 
rooin is utterly useless. There are mimcrons stone-breaking sheds and work- 
shops, but the rule of only employing one man in each shed or shop did not 
appear to be strictly observed. The accommodation for debtors is ample;, ihc 
males are classified according to the directions of the Prisons Act._ Ihcy al- 
ways sleep singly in their cells. In the summer each male takes his meals iii 
his cell, but in the wintci* the meals are taken hi the day-rooms, when, unavoid- 
ably the most objectionable as.sociation prevails. The contemplated alterations 
will however, shortly remedy this evil All the criminal classes of females are 
subjected to the separate system, except at thclaundry, whore, owing^to the want 
of partitions, they arc associated, the advantages of separation being tiius, m 
great measure, nullified. , , , , , i • 

The Governor or his deputy always attends the_lock-up._ A patrol is inain- 
tfuned by the turnkeys during the night, their vigilance being tested by a tell- 
tale clock.

The Governor is not 
authorized to exempt any prisoner sentenced to hard labour from the ordinary 
hard labour of the prison, unless the prisoner be reported unfit by the surgeon, 
and, for the Governor’s guidance, I subjoin the opinion of the Law Olhccrs ot 
the Crown, and the interpretation of that opinion by the Inspectors-General, 
upon a similar case in another gaol : — n • r 

“ The Governor of the gaol is made responsible for the due execution ot every 
hard labour sentence~it is his duty to see that it shall be exactly canned out. 
It is, in our opinion, no sufficient excuse on the part of the Governor of the 
prison that it is found economical to devote to industrial labour men who have 
been sentenced by the judges of the land to hard labour.” _ 

This opinion has been construed to mean that hard-labour prisoners slioiiia 
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■ I mdnstml labour. Such is not its meaning. The law officers

The Intern Officers’ Gate-book 
3S ])roperly kept; but up to the time of my visit neither the Governor’s nor De- 
puty-Governor's absences had been entered, althougli a special order of the 
Court of Queen’s Bench reipiires such entries. I trust it may not be necessary 
to take further notice of this irregularity. The Chaplains are provided with 
.|ournals, but, I ain .sorr}' to say, make no entries in them. The Governor’s 
joiirnal should specify more in detail his daily performance of duty.

Since the last inspection, the Governor, Mr. Campbell, retired, after a long 
and efllcient service, upon a superannuation allowance, and the Deputy- Gover- 
nor was promoted to be Governor. W. MTvee, fromTrnn Gaol, was appomtcil 
Deputv-Governor. I must hero observe tliat the salary lixcd for the new bo- 
vernor is far below that of the Governor of any otlier county gaol, and is utterly 
incommensurate with the arduous and responsible duties ho has to perforin. 

The extern otTicens are paid at assizes, the interns quarterly. All the intern 
officers receive an allowance in lieu of rations.^

pe returns for the first six months of the cun-ent year indicate that there

A reference to the numbers in custody on the 7th of July for four successive 
years will show, that whilst the number of males has fluctuated, that of females 
has progressively decreased; the chief decrease, however, being in 1859. The 
separate system has no'w been in force in the female prison for three years ; and 
as to its action may fairly be attributed, in great measure, the diminution of 
female offenders, the local authorities have very wisely determined to introduce 
separation mto the male prison also.

The building was throughout in good repair, secure, diy, well ventilated, and 
very clean. The sewerage is very effective, a stream of wa'ter running constantly 
through the sewers : and an abundant supply of pure spring water is conveyed by- 
metal pipes to the cistern, whence it is distributed by pipes throughout the 
prison. The bedding, blankets, sheets, and prison clothing were sufficient in 
quantity and quality, except that the stock of shoes for females was scanty.

Since the last inspection the new board-room and office have been completed 
and occupied, and the laundry has been partitioned. 

Tbe_ number of females had latterly not been greater than could be accommo- 
dated in the old female pinson, so that the ward of the male piison, which had 
been fitted for separation and added to the female prison, had been re-assigned 
to males ; the arrangements being such, that by opening and closing certain 
doors, this ward can be attached to either prison. The Board and Governor 
are so satisfied with their experience of the separate system, that it has been 
determined to adapt to it another portion of the male prison, which with the 14 
cells already so adapted, will accommodate, unless the numbers should increase, 
all the criminal classes of prisoners. 

The kitchen, laundry, drying-room, bakery, stores, and workshops, are suf- 
ficient and convenient. There are baths for both sexes, in which all who require 
it are washed on admission, and tubs and towels are furnished for the daily per- 
sonal ablution of the prisoners in those portions of the gaol not provided with 
lavatories.

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As miiny of tlie male prisoners (exclusive of debtors) as the range fitted for 
the separate system svill accommodate, arc subjected to separation ; the remainder 
are classed according to the Prisons Act, but sleep and take their meals singly 
in their colls, and are employed and exercised m great measure separately. All 

the females, except those nursing children, are in separation 

Very pralsesvorthy attention is paid to classification and separation by the 
Governor, who is aii efficient and experienced officer. 

The Governor always attends the lock-np ; two turnkey s ai e on duty at night, 
and their vigilance is tested by a tell-tale clock.

Books showing the 
liours at which all the officers enter and leave the gaol are kept, as are also 
books showing the daily employment of prisoners, which, however, should 
include all prisoners employed, and not bo restricted to those sentenced to hard 
labour. The Governor keeps a sufficient journal, and it is desirable that the 
Local Inspector should keep one also. 

Tlie Chaplains’ journals are very meagre; and it is essential that they should 
be signed by the Board at each meeting, as a proof that the directions of sec. xi. 
of 19 and 20 Vic., cap. 68, have been observed.

crime in tlieir county ; find fin examination of tlie above tables leads us to the 
same gi*atif}-ing conclusion, for whatever point of view we take, whether the highest 
or lowest numbers in custod)' at any one time, or the daily averages, or the com- 
mittals, we find a normal decline. The small amount indeeil of onenders oi alt 
classes (for it is to be rocoHcctcd that tliere are no bridewells in this county, and 
that every individual who is charged with tlie most petty delinquency is trans- 
mitted to the prison), is very remarkable, but happily hero there does not exist 
any combination or conspiracy, such as the faction fighting, and the ribbonisni, 
which prevail elsewhere. Vagrancy is limited to professional trampers; drunken- 
ness, although often co-existent with prosperity, exhibits a considerable 
tion, and juvenile ofiences have almost disappeared from the registry. Ihere 
were no prisoners under rule of penal sciwitude, nor, I am happy to add, lunatics.

No alteration having taken place for a long period, it is unnecessary that I 
should repeat details, which have been so often reported, and I therefore confine 
mvself to the statement that the accommodation is ample, and that the sewerage, 
water supply, and ventilation are satisfactory. The whole building was clean, 
orderly, and in good repair and condition, except one chiumey in the marshalsea, 
which smokes, to the great inconvenience of the inmates. VTien I speak of the 
accommodation as ample, I mean to convey that it would be so, if properly 
applied, for I regi'Ct to observe, that no provision htis yet been made for a re- 
ception ward, the want of which has been so frequently noticed, and that the 
male prisoners are still without the advantages of the separate system, which 
might be attained by a very easy adaptation, and a trilling outlay. The females 
are subjected to this form of discipline, except those accompanied by children, 
who are exempted on the gi-ounds of the difficulty experienced in keeping cells 
thus occupied cleanly ; but this objection does not justify a violation of the sepa- 
rate system, when there is a sufficiency of cells available, and the holding out 
an inducement to association, which prisoners of this sex eagerly desire. 

The males are in classes according to the old Prisons Act, but are kept apait 
at night, at meals, at punitive, and, as far as pos.sible, at industrial labour, 

The Governor or the Deputy invariably attends the lock-up, but there is 
no patrol or night-watch of any description after ten o’clock, the absence of which 
miglit lead to verv serious consequences, in the event of fire, sudden illness, or 
an escape. There were no punishments recorded during the past or the expired 
portion of the present year. It would be desirable that the book containing the 
record of such as have been inflicted, should be invariablj^ submitted to the Board 
at their next ensuing meeting, in order that it may be initialed by the Chairinan, 
as an evidence of cognizance.

If -wo take the daily averages for the last three years, viz. : 1857, males, 148; 
females, 72 : 1858, males, llo; females, 57: and 1859, males, 117; females, 
53, -vve find that, in the two last years, the figures are almost stationary ; while 
the return for the portion of the current year, from the 1 st of J anuary up to 
the day of inspection, shows a marked decline in the males, and a very trifing 
excess in the females. The prisoners of the latter sex, however, ai-e derived 
chiefly from prostitutes, a class which is constantly recuiTent to gaols ; and with 
rc'i'ard to the former, it is to be observed that the deterioration of whiskey has 
led not only to an increase in the category of drunkards, but to the prevalence 
of violent assaults, involving sentences o*f longer duration ; while the distress 
created by an unusually severe winter and spring, has somewhat enlarged the 
aggregate* of vagrants ; and, further, that fraudulent enlistment has contributed 
to swdl the numbers, which, had those disturbing causes not existed, would 
doubtless have fallen to a very low amount, when we take into consideration the 
great population of this extensive county. The juveniles are somewhat more 
numerous in proportion here than elsewhere ; but it is right to add, that 
many of them, as I am instructed, are of the vagrant caste, and belong to other 
counties.

The heating apparatus applied to one section of the male prison, containing 
thirty-four cells, is now complete. The laundry yard has been enlarged by the 
removal of a wall, and two lai*ge apartments have been fitted up for the occupa- 
tion of the sub-matrons. 

In other respects no change, since the last inspection, has taken place in the 
aceominodatiou, ^vhich is satisfactory in many particulars, such as the water- 
closets, the lavatories, the reception-rooms (to which two baths are attached), 
the school-rooms, the workshops, the Idtchen, and the stores. The laundry and 
the chapel, however, in point of size and convenience, are inferior to the other 
arrangements of the building ; and the defects of the hospital will be found 
stated under that heading. 

Classification here is not confined to the limits prescribed by the Prisons Act 
but is largely extended ; the youth and the antecedent character of offenders of 
both sexes being taken into account in allocating them ; and approximative sepa- 
ration is strictly maintained by partitions erected on the tread-wheel, in the 
laimdiy and work-rooms, and by keeping the several prisoners apart at night and 
at meal times. In truth, it would be very difficult to cany the principle of clas.si- 
fication further ; but I cannot refrain from again urging tiie great inferiority of 
tHs principle to the simplicity and certainty of complete ‘‘ individual separa- 
tion,” which assures one paramount advantage, at least, viz., that none can leave 
a prison worse members of a community than they entered it, cut off as they 
are from all opportunities of communicating or recei-\'ing that contamination, 
which appears to be an clement inseparable from the association of criminals, 
however watchful the supervision and stringent the discipline may be to which 
they are subjected. I am the more disposed to regi-et that this invaluable form 
of treatment is not applied here, as the working out of the system would be 
intrusted to officers of approved energy and vigilance — the Local Inspector, the 
Surgeon, and the Governor. 

The lock-up is attended by the head-turnkey ; and there is a night patrol 
performed by three subordinate turnlceys, whose regularity is ascertained by tell- 
tale clocks. 

The punishments, from the 1st of January up to the day of inspection, 
amounted to fifty-nine, and were all inflicted by the sole authority of the Governor.

It is to be observed, that female pri- 
soners under sentence of hard labour work a light capstan-mill, specially adiiptal 
tor their sex-^a precedent which might, with advantage, he followed elsewhere. 
The amount of industrial and reproductive employment, which is carried out 
hero reflects credit upon those charged with llie supervision of it ; but it is to be 
lamented that so few of the turnkeys are competent to tcaeli the i udmicllts of 
liaiidicrafts available within the walls. Nearly all requisites, however, arc manu- 
factured or made up for the use of the prison ; ami the external sale of somi.

All the intern officers are supplied with coals and candies, but not with rations ; 
and the turnkeys arc furnished -with fire-arms and uniforms. The superior,'? 
receive their salaries monthly, and the subordinates week!}-. Since the last 
inspection, no less than six turnkeys and tln*oe female officers resigned thoir 
appointments. One turnkey died, and one other was dismissed, as was also tlie 
assistant-matron, “for making a false and gi'oundless accusation against the 
matron.” The Board, taking into consideration the impolicy of these frequent 
changes, which have been noticed in former reports, have, since the date of mv 
visit, very wisely and justl}- increased the pa}- of the turnke}'S, "ivliich is no-w 
graduated from a minimum of 12^. a week to 175- Gd., and have thereby 
secured, as I am informed, a much more effective staff. I am happy also to 
learn that the salary of the Governor has been raised to ^£300 jier annum, a 
ilue recognition of his valuable services and high character.

The comparison of the daily averages for 1858 and 1859 evidences a marked 
diminution in the latter year, but this tendency to decrease appears to have ex- 
perienced a. check during the expired portion of the euxTont yeai’. which preceded 
my inspection, especially among the females. The recuiTence, liowever, of pros- 
titutes and disorderly persons of this sex— almost inevitable in a large and in- 
creasing population — and the distress caused by the high prices of the necessaries 
of life, during a winter and spring of unusual severity, will probably account for 
this inconsidci'able advance. Juvenile offenders, on the other hand, have happily 
fallen gi'catly in numbers, and thei’e wexe no dangei*ous lunatics in charge at the 
j)criod of my visit. T'hei’e was one i*etxxx*ned convict only in custody, viz., a female.

The building was in sound repair, free from damp, cleanly and oi-derly, but 
defective in ventilation iu some of the cells. The se-werage is now effective, and 
is constantly Hushed; the supply of water being abundant, and conveniently dis- 
tributed thi'oughout the several sections, and conveyed to the baths and lava- 
tories. The stock of bedding, blankets, and sheets, and of clothing, was ample.

No alteration has taken place in the accommodation since the last inspection, 
except that the floor of the laundry has been tiled, — but the work has been un- 
evenly executed, — nor is there any in contemplation, save that it is intended to 
introduce baths and water-closets into the hospital, for which pui-posc a present- 
ment has been obtained. In other respects there has been no improvement ; and 
the laundry being unpartitioned, as well as the school-rooms and the male work- 
room, opportunities of communication between the prisoners are afforded, which 
cannot be obviated by any supeiwision, however active. The marshalsea is 
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spacious and convenient. TKere is a good reception-room for males, but none 
properly adapted for feniides, who, on admission, are placed apart m one of the 
wards. Classification among the criminals of both sexes, who, at mcal-limes 
and at night, occupy single cells, is maintained m live divisions, viz., tried and 
untried felons, tried and untried misdemeanants, and vagi-ants ; and, when cir- 
cumstances permit, a separation of first committals from re-committals, and of 
iuveniles from adults, is attempted. But this form, or ii^eed an}- fonn of 
classification, dependent as it is upon the nature of the offences with which 
prisoners are charged, or of which they have been convicted, cannot be expected 
to produce any permanent effect, either deterrent or reformatory; and I would 
ao-ain urge upon the municipal body to institute the onlj- system, viz., that of 
“individual separation,” which insures the important result: that none can have 
the ffaol worse members of the community than xchen they entered it. A beginning 
has abeady been made, eight cells for females, and twenty-two for males being 
supplied with artificial heating and with bells ; and it tins principle were extended, 
and by-laws for the enforcement of it were duly submitted and sanctioned, _1 
feel confident that the local authorities would never regi-et their adoption of this 
invaluable form of discipline, thoroughly tested as it is now by the experience of 
several years elsewhere. , , ■ w . , • , . 

The Governor and his deputy attend the lock-up, and a night patrol is kept 
up by the turnkeys in rotation, without, however, the check of a tell-tale clock 
to measure their watchfulness and regularity. ^ ^ n • x j 

The punishments since the 1st of January amounted to forty-two, all inliicted 
by the authority of the Governor, except one, in which it was found necessary to 
cil in magisterial intervention. The signature o^ the Chairman of the Board, 
at each meeting, to the record of punishments, is very important, as a sanction 
to the conduct of the Governor, and as a guarantee to the prisoners that the 
administrative body is cognizant of the nature and amount of the punishment 
awarded. ^

Laudable energy is exhibited here in canying on industrial labour, several of 
the turnkeys being handicraftsmen, viz., four weavers, a cooper, a smith, and a 
tailor All articles of clothing and of bedding, except blankets and mgs, are 
manufactured and made up within the walls; and the total of net profit produced 
by articles disposed of outside the gaol was. in 185B, £80 12s. 6d„ and in 18.59, 
£52 2s.

Instruction is gi ven daily to the younger prisoners of both sexes,— divided into 
classes, — during the hours stated above, by a master and mistress respectively, 
and all adults desirous ol’ learning are admitted to the schools. The teachers are 
represented to be competent and attentive ; but, on reference to the Registry, 
which is in accordance with the form recommended by the Inspectors-Genei-al, I 
found no evidence of due advancement on the part of those, who had attended 
during long tei-ms. If the Chaplains would consent to examine the pupils from 
time to time, and enter their opinions on the face of the Registry, in the column 
headed “Obsepations,” a great stimulus would be applied, and a reliable record 
would be obtained. 

Dietary and Contracts. 

Breakfast. — Males — 0 oz. Indian meal, and 2 oz. rice in stirabout, and 1 pint milk. 

Females — 0 oz. Indian meal, 2 oz. rice, and 1 pint of milk. Juveniles 5 oz. oatmeal 

in stirabout, 1 pint of milk. 

Dinner.— Males — 14 oz. bread, 2 pints of milk. Females — 12 oz. bread, and 1^- 

pints milk. Juveniles — 8 oz. bread, 1 pint oatmeal soup. Do., for supper. 4 oz. 

bread, 4 pint milk. 

All classes of prisoners committed for one month and under, get one pint of oat- 
meal soup, in lieu of milk, for dinner; and all classes get oatmeal soup, instead 
of mUk, two alternate days in each week. 

Contracts. — Bread, per 121bs.,ls.; oatmeal, per cwt.,12.s.l0d.; Indian meal, per ton, 

£7 10s. C</. ; rice, per cwt., 14s.; meat, hospital only, per lb., (5d.\ buttermilk, per 
gallon, ‘id . ; salt, per cwt., Is. 2d. ; coals, per ton, 15s. 8d. ; soap, no contract, per cwt., 32s. 

Net cost of dietary per day for each prisoner on the day of inspection, and on the 
corresponding day in the tliree preceding years : — 18th May, 1800, 2ld . ; 18th May, 

1859, 2id.; 18th May, 1858, 2id.; 18th May, 1857, 24d. 

A few of the prisoners complained of the stirabout issued on the day of my 
visit, but, on tasting it, I found it to be properly cooked, and well flavoured. 

The provisions are inspected by the Chaplains, but not in the synoptical form 
recommended by us — an omission which gives rise to great inconvenience. 

Books and Accounts. 

The Registries, and the books embracing matters of discipline, consumption, 
expenditure, and profit, are creditably kept, and almost all the forms suggested 
by us are observed. The Chaplains and the Governor are provided with jour- 
nals, but not the Local Inspector and the Medical Officei’.

Hospitals. 

There is ample accommodation for the sick of both sexes, who are placed on 
the gi-ound stories, the lloors of which are tiled, and appear to be somewhat cold 
and damp, while the first stories arc, in the present healthy condition of the 
prison, (piite unoccupied. It has been stated above, that baths and water-closets 
are about to be added to this department. The attendance of the Medical 
Officer, which is shown in the foregoing schedule of visits, i.s highly creditable.

The Board of Superintendence assembles monthly, when all liabilities are dis- 
ciiarged, by means of an aggregate cheque dra-wn in favour of the Local Inspec- 
tor, -who produces the requisite I’eceipts, &c., at the next ensuing meeting. As 
the Board almost invariably liolds its sittings at the Bridewell, it would be very 
desirable that an arrangement, which exists in some localities, should be adopted 
here, namely, that one member should be appointed for each month to iirspect 
the piison -without notice. 

City Bridewell. 

I found this building in fair order at tlie time of my visit, though I doubt 
w'hether it falls within our inspection, having never been certified as a regular 
bridewell, and being a mere auxiliary lock-up. 

The annexed table exhibits the number of committals and the amount of cost 
for the last ten years. It is observable that the daily averages for the years 1858 
and 1859 were the same, though the total committals during the latter show an 
advance.

Whatever measure wo apply to the aggregate gaol population here, whether 
a compai-ison of those in custody on the above day and on the corresponding 
days of previous year's, or the daily averages, or the amount of “ orinunal” com- 
mittals (as between 1859 and the expired portion of 1860, indicated m the fore- 
croinn- schedule), we shall find. I lament to say, a very large increase, which 
however, afi'ects the male ofienders only, for those of the other sex have remauicd 
durinu the last three years singularly unchanged in numbers. It is dillicult to 
disco-ver a s,atisfactory reason for this remarkable excess. The dearness of pro- 
visions and other necossar-ies can scarcely bo assigned, inasmuch as the pressure 
of want has been erpially, if not more lie.avity, felt by the poor of the town of 
Galway, where I have h.ad to record a most creditable immunity from such 
offences, as poverty might bo supposed to stimulate. The deterioration of 
whisky, ’and the gi-owtli of drunkenness, have doubtless produced a tendency to 
commit violent assaults ; and as long sentences are very justly inflicted on the 
perpetrators of such brutal outrages, the daily average would be thus maintamecl 
at a liin-li figure; but this solution fails when we examine, collectively, the crimi- 
nal committals, which in the first four months of this year, up to the date of 
my inspection, had risen to three-fourths of the total for the whole of 18.59. 

lint from whatever cause the excess proceeds, it is inciiinbcnt upon the autho- 
rities to grapple with it by a more stringent discipline, brought to bear upon the 
offenders, when they are rendered amenable. Juvenile deliiupuencies and va- 
gi'ancyhave undergone a great diminution; but I regi'et to record that there were 
five male lunatics, a class from which there appears to be little immediate pros- 
pect of relieving our prisons.

_ Fifty-four colls have been prepared with all the requisite accessories for estab- 
lishing the separate system among the males. It would, however, be desirable 
to remove the plunge and showci’ baths to the new range, and to place wooden 
cradle doors upon the dagging of the cells, which is composed of limestone very 
irregular in its surface, and which in moist weather would be too cold and damp 
for the inmates.^ Partitions for the tread-wheel, &c., are also indispensable, in 
order to maintain the integrity of “ separation and I need scarce!}^ revert again 
to the urgency of providing the primary requirements of reception-rooms, and a 
proper kitchen, laundry, and diqdng-room. Two of the day-rooms, which will 
be dispensed with, when individual ‘‘ separation” is carried into effect, might be 
easily adapted for school-rooms by the introduction of stalls. I have sincere 
pleasure in adding that a Committee of the Grand Jury, at the last Assizes, re- 
commended strongly the extension to the females of the only form of discipline 
which has been found to operate with deterrent and reformatory effect upon pri- 
soners of this sex, and I confidently look forward to the beneficial results to be 
derived from a compliance with this provident suggestion. 

^ The classification of tlio males is somewhat abridged at present by the limita- 
tion of room, consequent upon the alterations in progress, but they sleep in 
single cells, taking their meals, however, in association. 

Tlie same cause has affected the females also, who are now divided into two 
sections only, it being thus impossible to leave the prostitutes apart as before, and 
to keep them singled at night. 

The Governor or Head Turnkey attends the lock-up, and there is a nightly 
patrol performed by the tiumkeys here, four of ■whom only are available for this 
duty, which falls with too gi’eat severity upon them. An increase of their num- 
bers, when the now system is in action, wll be indispensable. 

The Punishment Book is submitted to the Board at each meeting and initialed 
by the^Chairmau, but thoi-e was not one I'ccorded up to the day of my visit, 
which is a favourable evidence of the order and discipline maintained here.

No improvement whatever having talcen place in this establishment since the 
last inspection, either in point of accommodation or administration, I abstain 
from the fruitless task of recapitulating defects, which will never be amended 
■ until the Legislature shall arm the Executive with the means of compelling a 
provision for, and observance of, certain definite statutable recpirements ; and I 
confine myself to a repetition of the suggestion, that the town authorities should 
avail themselves of the machinery afforded by the Amended Prisons Act, and 
contra(;t with those of the county prison for the maintenance therein of the very 
few prisoners belonging to the former jin'isdiction. In fact, if the diamkards 
were deducted and kept, as is the case in many large towns, in a bridewell or 
loclc-up, the rate-payers would be relieved from the necessity of keeping up a 
staff, which is inadequate for tlie purposes of proper discipline, but which in- 
volves a material expenditure. 

Classification — if it deserves the name — consists of placing the males in four 
sections (felons and misdemeanants being each subdivided into the tried and 
untried), and the females in two, according to their ascertained or presumed 
antecedents of conduct. Both sexes, however, when the accommodation per- 
mits, occupy single cells at night and at meal times. 

The lock-up is attended by the Governor, and the mockery of a night patrol 
is maintained by three turnkeys in rotation, who are never exempted, in conse- 
(juence of their limited numbers, from duty in the da}'time, and who are thus 
expected to exercise sleepless vigilance during the whole of every third night, a 
labour wholly beyond their powers of endurance. It is scarcely necessaiy to 
add, that there is no tell-tale cloclc to test their watchfulness and regularity.

No provision whatever is made for the education of the females, and the males 
are consigned to a temporary teacher, whom the Board authorized the Roman 
Catholic Chaplain to nominate at a pittance of £10 per annum. The school is 
visited by the Inspector of the Board of National Education, and it is almost 
superfluous to state that his report is highly unfavourable.

_ There were no complaints of the diet on the part of the prisoners. The pro- 
visions are regularly inspected by the Chaplains, but not in the tabular form 
recommended by the Inspectors-General, which requires a comment on each 
item of daily consumption. 

Doohs and Accounts. 

The gaol books and registries are kept with laudable care and clearness ; this 
laborious duty falling almost wholly upon the Governor. Nearly all the forms 
suggested by my colleague and myself are observed, but the Local Inspector, the 
Chaplains, and the Medical Officer, in lieu of journals, Ihnit themselves to entries 
in one book common to all.

The superior officers receive their salaries half-yearly, and the subordinate 
interns monthly ; but this latter arrangement is not adhered to ; the turnlccys 
■\vlio are not supplied with rations or clothing, but who are placed on the lowest 
.scale of remuneration, having complained bitterly to me of their disappointment 
during a season in which every article of sustenance was excessively dear, and 
rendered more so b}- tlie default of regular payment.

The quarters assigned to the sick were untenanted at the period of my inspec- 
tion, the health of the prison being good. The apartments for both sexes are 
well ventilated, but not furnished mth batlis and water-closets ; and there is but 
one airing-yard and one privy common to both, in violation of the most primary 
requirements of the old Prisons Act.

Although the numbers in custody on the above day exceed those in confiuement 
on the coiTosponduig days of the throe preceding years, a comparison of the daily 
averages of both sexes in 1859, with those of the expired portion of 1860 c.xhi- 
bits so trifling a ditfereiicc as not to call for any observation. Nor does the 
(juahty of the offences suggest any further inquiry. The female inmates arc 
derived, as was stated in former reports, largely from the iirostitutc class, and a 
tendency to violent assaults continues to swell the aggregate of the males 
Vagrancy and workhouse oflbnees have nearly disappeared ; and, I am hannv 
to add, there were no lunatics in charge at the period of my visit. ^ ^

Since the last inspection three water-closets and a bath have been added to 
the hospital ; and two water-closets and some lavatories (undivided, however by 
partitions) have been erected in another quarter of the gaol. There is no bath 
lor the separate use of females ; and there are no reception-rooms, althoimh the 
ith Geo. IV. cap. 74, sec. 6 is imperative on this head ; prisoners, after 'beino- 
washed on their admittance, being passed xvithout medical examination into their 
respective classes. 

^ The building was throughout in sound repair (the roof of the marshalsoa hav- 
ing been rendered staunch), secure, filirly ventilated, and amply supplied with 
water, which is now conducted to the hospital, and brought to bear effectively 
upon the sewerage. The bedding, sheets, and blankets were sufficient in num-

The clothing, &c., was adequate ; but I found (and this omission has been 

Cptnfj of jioticcd before) that some of the women were without shoes, it being alleged that 
Tiaol. difficult to fit them. I trust that this neglect will not occur again, and I 

would suggest the propriety of furnishing those employed in the laundry with 
clogs to protect their feet against the wet floor.

. There are five criminal divisions of males, of which juveniles constitute one; 
and foitr, or rather two., of females, there being only two yards available for pri- 
soners of this sex; but there exists a sort of sub-classitication, prostitutes and 
nurses being kept apart. 

The further aids to the prevention of undue communication consist of the par- 
titioning of the tread- wheel, the stone-brealdng^ sheds, the laundiy, and the 
schoolrooms, and the placing of all of both sexes in single cells at night and at 
meal-tiincs. But all these appliances are merely makeshifts, and entirely fail 
to secure the one paramount advantage, which the system of individual separa- 
tion alone can guarantee, and which cannot be urged too often upon the atten- 
tion of those, to -whoin the administration of prisons is intrusted, viz., that no 
inmates who are entirely secluded can leave the "walls worse members of the 
community than they entered them ; a result almost inevitably produced by the 
moral fermentation of “ associative” prisons. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and a night patrol is maintained by two 
turnkeys, whose watchfulness and regularity, however, are not ascertained by a 
tell-tale clock.

Since the last inspection the schoolmaster and schoolmistress have been dis- 
continued, in accordance with a resolution of the Board of Superintendence on 
the ground of reduced numbers, and their duties are now discharged by the clerk 
and the matron, to whom additional salaries of £ 1 0 and £5 per annum have been 
respectively allocated as a remuneration for this increase of labour. Pendiu'-'- 
legislation on this subject, I refrain from maldng any observation on the policy 
of this course; but I would suggest that school instruction should not be limited 
as at present, to juveniles of both sexes, but that all who are desirous of, or who 
possess any aptitude for learning, should participate in this beneficial clement of 
gaol discipline. 

The approved form of Registry is observed here, and the Chaplains examine 
the pupils from time to time, and enter their comments in the Report book of 
the National Board of Education, whose Inspector visits.

The provisions are regularly inspected by the Chaplains in the form suggested 
by^ my colleague and myself. A few complaints were preferred to me b}' the 
prisoners, that the gruel was sometimes thin, and the stirabout cold ; but I did 
not conceive that there existed any duo grounds for exception. The stirabout 
however, is issued at dinner instead of at brealcfast, the reason assigned for this 
inversion beuig, that the steam, wliich is applied to the laundry and to tbe di-yin'T- 
room, is also rendered available for cooking. ® 

_ The registries, and the several records of receipt, expenditure, consumption, 
discipline, and criminal statistics arc kept with neatness and accui-acy, except 
that the extern officers’ book is not duly filled and signed, nor some of the forms 
in the medical department. It is, however, I presume, only necessary to point 
out these omissions in order to prevent a recurrence of them. The Chaplains 
and the Medical Officer arc provided with journals. Total net cost of «-aol in- 
cluding dietary, salaries, for the three preceding years, separately :

The only change in the stalT which has taken place since the last inspection is 
the discontinuance of the schoolmaster and mistress, as previously stated. The 
extern officers receive their salaries at the assizes, and the interns inontlily j none 
of the latter, except the assistant-matron, being on the gaol allowance. Fire- 
arms and uniforms are furnished to the tiumkeys, of whose conduct I was happy 
to receive a favourable report. A very considerable amount of financial labour, 
which does not properly belong to his office, has been cast upon the Governor, 
who is a very e.xpcrt accountant; and I would submit, therefore, to the local autho- 
rities, that this important and responsible duty, as well as his long and meri- 
torious service, fairly entitles him to an increase of salary.

The apartments for the sick of both sexes, which arc situated in one building, 
and accessible only by a staircase in common, though limited in point of 
accommodation, were clean and properly furnished, and three watei’-closcts and 
a bath have lately been added. 

The sanitary condition of the prison was, at the time of my visit, and had been 
previously, satisfactory.

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A comparison of the daily average of prisoners in the year 1859 (in which the 
aggregates of Athy Gaol, as well as those of Naas, are included), with that of 
the portion of the current year np to the first day of inspection, exhibits a 
reduction in the males, while the females remain almost stationaiy. In estimatin"- 
these numbers, it is to bo observed, in justice to the reputation of the inhabitants 
of Kildare, firstl}-, that these schedules embrace the total of those, who have been 
made amenable, as there are no bridewells ; and secondly, that, owing to the 
existence of the camp at the Cnrragh, and to the circumstance that tramps and 
other persons of loose character pass through this county on their way to the 
metropolis, a very large proportion of the inmates of the gaol is derived from 
other localities. Thus, at my second visit, having called for a return of the 
birthplace of every prisoner in charge on that day, I found that of 51 males, 
but 24, and of 18 females, but 8, were natives *of Kildare. And 1 would 
further remark, as a result of the presence of so largci a body of soldiery, 
that of 339 females sent here from the 1st of January up to the Tith of 
October, no less than 218 were known to be prostitutes, many of whom had 
committed petty offences i)i order to secure the benefit of medical care in the 
hospital. There were no vagrants and no workhouse offenders ; but there were 
7 dangerous lunatics, 5 males and 2 females, in custody, to the great detriment 
of the chances of recovery on their own part, and of" discipline on that of the 
sane prisoners who arc assigned as their attendants, and who are consequently 
withdrawn from the operation of many of the prison regulations as to labour anil 
diet.

No alteration since the last inspection has taken place in the accommodation, 
which was fully detailed in my Colleague’s report, save that one of the day -rooms 
has been fitted up for Protestant worship, and that some cells in the old prison 
have been allocated for the reception of prisoner’s of both sexes on their com- 
mittal. The building was generally in good order, and free from damp, except 
in a few spots, which may be fairly attributed to the freshness of the masonry 
and to the very unfavourable weather for drying, which has prevailed throughout 
the present year. On the other Irand, I regret to remark, that the part}' walls 
between the cells arc very coarsel}' put together, many of the bricks bulging so 
as to harbour du.st ; that the timber of the floors of the cells and of the lianging 
galleries — the former being very inconveniently sunk below the level of thclatter 
— was so gi’ccn and unseasoned as to have opened in chinks, which render it 
almost impossible to maintain cleanliness ; and that the steps of the spiral stair- 
case, which gives access to the several tiers, have become so much depressed, as to 
require to be propped by iron uprights. 

The supply of water is now ample — a stream which is a feeder of the canal 
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liaving been turned to account 5 and the sewers, which hitlierto had been, occa- 
sionally offensive, are flushed. A wooden screen has been placed, at my sugges- 
tion, in the Roman Catholic chapel, to prevent the prisoners of different sexes 
from seeing each other, for which the convex form of the divisions offers 
facilities; and an additional canvas screen i.s about to be erected on the upper 
gallery occupied by the females, so as to obviate the possibility of a plunging 
view upon the lower tiers tenanted by the males. The partitions, also, in^the 
lavatories and water-closets are to be raised to the ceiling. The chief require- 
ments, which remain to be satisfied are, firstly, the adoption of fumigating machines 
for the clothes of prisoners of botli sexes ; secondly, the allocation of some portion 
of the old gaol (that lately occupied lay the nurses, for instance) to female 
debtors, in the event of any being committed, for this class has become exceed- 
iiigly rare thirdly, the substitution of a wall for the open iron railing, which at 
present divides the yards assigned to the master and pauper debtors ; and fourthly 
the erection of a screen^ to intercept the view between the yards appointed for 
exercise, as at present, in conse(juencc of this omission, it is necessary— and the 

neces.sity is productive of great inconvenience during the short days to avoid 

exercising the prisoners of different sexes at the same time. 

Individual separation is now enforced among the criminal prisoners of both 
sexes, except hi the case of lunatics and their attendants. The nurses were 
formerly associated in a day-room, but, at my instance, were placed in cells, and 
submitted to the same discipline as other females, there being no valid reason for 
their^exemption. At school, however, it is to be observed, that there are oppor- 
tunities for intercourse, as also at the mangle for females, and for males at one 
of the crank-pumps, which is worked by two persons ; but in other respects, this 
sy.stem of discipline is maintained in its integrity. The Governor or head 
warder attends the lock-up, and there is a night patrol on duty, whose vicyilanee 
and regularity are ascertained by an effective toll-tale clock. The record* of the 
pimisliinents, which were inflicted only by the authority of the Governor, is now 
duly signed by the Chairman of the Board.

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South The foregoing schedule, filled on the fii’st day of niy inspection, furaishes a 
Di stric t, rcpresDiitatioll of the two kinds of labour, and of the ordinary occuj>ation of 
County of prisonei's of both sexes. Frieze, for male clothing, linsoy, for female, and calico, 
Kildare idr shirts and shifts, Svere being worked up. It is very desirable that in the 
ildoL sclOction of discipline ofiicci's, a preference shall be given to persons capable of 
teaching tliO rtfclimehta, at least, of such trades, as can be carried on inside the 
wails, OOftsistehtly with the strict observance of the separate system. The altera- 
tion and rebuilding of the prison had, until latterly, suspended industrial 
opetatiohs ; and, consCtplently, in the last two years there has been no return of 
profit derived froiii the siile of Articles to the community outside.

Educational instruction is appointed to be given, at the, hours specified, by a 
schoolmaster to the respective sexes, a matron attending the females. The 
form of registry recommended by the Inspector-General has been adopted, and 
the Roman Catholic chaplain examines the pupils from time to time, and records 
his comments. The teaching is at present limited to reading and arithmetical tables, 
but will shortly be extended. It is proposed to establish an evening school, an 
arrangement, which has been found productive of great benefit in other gaols, in 
not interfering with labo'ur, and in affording more time for mental iinprovement,

The general sanitary condition of the pilsou was, and had been satisfactory ; 
although at times the recurrence of prostitutes labouring under diseases incident 
to their condition swells the average of patients.

The Board is assiduous in its attendance, and assembles monthly, when all 
the smaller liabilities are discharged by means of an aggi-egate cheque payable 
to the Local Inspector, who produces at the next meeting the requisite vouchers ; 
the larger contracts and the salaries of the extcni officers being reserved for 
payment at the Assizes. 

General Ohservations. 



This piison is to be considered as being still in a state of probation, for the 
amalgamation of the two County Gaols, and the establishment of the system of 
individual separation here, arc both so recent, as to have virtually created a new 
institution. 

Moreover, owing to circumstances, local and personal, and in consequence of 
the retirement of gentlemen resident in distant parts of the county, who formeidy 
served on the Athy Board of Superintendence, there has been a large infusion of 
new members, who, however sedulous and zealous, have not as yet attained the 
ad\'antage of experience, the want of which applies with far greater force to the 
case of the officers (both in the higher and lower grades), almost every one of 
whom has been lately appointed. 

Further, the changes which have taken place in the latter body, with a ra- 
pidity and a frequency unparalleled elsewhere (the present Go^'^ernor, for instance, 
being iX\Q fifth in succession in a term of te?i yeaxs), have necessarily affected 
unfavourably the uniformity of action, and the stability of discipline. 

I venture, however, to express the hope, that the officers recently appointed 
may prove more efficient and trustworthy than their predecessors — a desirable 
result, which can be only accomplished b}' a proper allocation of duties, and a 
strict adherence to them, each confining himself to his ajipointed limits, — and 
that thus the adminisu'ation of the prison may progress so as to place it, at no 
distant period, in a high rank among similar institutions.

The building was tliroughout in sound repair, clean and dr^-, with the exception 
ot an occasional leakage and slopping_from the pans connected with the lavatories 
and water-closets, which are placed m the colls, and require constant attention, 
ihe ventdation and the action of the heating pipes are now satisfactory The 
sewerage is effective, and the supply of water adequate. Since the last report 
the safety valve of the boiler has been repaired, a steam and water gaiio-e has 
been added, and a bath has been erected for the use of the females, which 
hitherto had been wanting. All prisoners, of both sexes, arc bathed on com- 
mittal, if in a fitting state of health, and are thoroughly washed once a week 
during their confinement. The stock of clothing, blankets, and sheets, and 
bedding was su&cicnt, but the latter is frequently damaged bv the filthy habits 
and the violence of the lunatics. '

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South Tlie system of individual separation in its entirety is applied to all the criminal 
District, classes, except tlie lunatics, to whom, with their attendants, when required, as 
~ -well as to the debtors, quarters are assigned in the old gaol. The tread-mill, 
KilkJmi crank-pump, and laundry are divided by partitions, so as to_ maintain the pre- 
Gaol vention of intercourse, and the prisoners take their meals in single cells, but not 
in those which they occujiy at night, the reduction of inmates allowing of this 
salutary arrangement. The governor attends the lock-up, and a watchman is 
presumed to patrol at night, but the individual, who up to a recent period per- 
formed this office, was detected in a most flagrant breach of duty, ha-ving 
climbed over the railing which divides the male from the female prison, and having 
entered by means of a pick-lock a cell tenanted by one of the latter sex. For 
this act he was of course instantly dismissed, and a tell-tale clock was pro- 
cured, the only reliable test of vigdance, and regularity^ of circuits. 

The punishments, the record of which is duly submitted to the Board, and 
initialed by the Chairman, amounted to fifteen, from the ’first of January to the 
day of inspection, and were all inflicted by the Governor.

It v/ill be observed that industrial employment for the males has been reduced 
to a nullity here, stone-breaking partaking somewhat of the character of 
punitive laboui*. The causes assigned for this discontinuance are, the paucity 
of hands, the short terras of confinement, and the absorption of a large propor- 
tion of those who are available for attendance on lunatics ami for the necessary 
duties which attach to cleaning in a prison of such extent. These causes, doubt- 
less, materially affect remunerative employmcuti but do not justify the entire 
abolition of this valuable element of order, discipline, and prepai*ation for a return 
to the community at large.

Educational instruction is given during the specified hours daily to all of both 
sexes, who are teachable', b}'^ a schoobnaster and the matron, respectively, 
assisted by the officers. The prisoners are placed at their cell doors, and are 
thus kept apart. The rcgistiy I’ecommended by us is in operation, and the 
Chaplains examine tlie pupils from time to time, and enter their comments In 
their journals.

Since the last inspection, the first tm-nkey haying been superannuated was 
replaced by the next in seniority, and a fresh appohitment of a gate porter took 
place. The number of turnkeys is obviously insufficient, amounting to six only 
who arc allocated as follows— one, who is very inadequately remunerated fills 
the posts of clerk, schoolmaster, and store-keeper ; another has charo-e of the 
gate, which he cannot quit; while a third acts as night watchman, and conse- 
quently sleeps dunng tlie day, thus leaving biit three for all the duties of the 
prison, not to speak of the casualties of iUiiess, and the necessaiy attendances at 
quarter sessions. The extern officefs and the Goveimor receive their salaries at 
the assizes ; ami the intern, none of whom are on gaol allo-\tance, monthly. The 
turnkeys are immished with fire-arms and unifonns.

Tire Board meets monthly, in adequate numbers to form a quorum for the 
discharge of general business, but the iinal sanction of probationary appoint- 
ments is sometimes delayed by the non-attendance of the required proportion. 
At each meeting the smaller liabilities arc discharged, the larger accounts, con- 
tracts, &c., being reserved for the assizes. 

General Observations. 

Under this heading I repeat, as equally applicable here, some statements and 
remarks annexed to my Ueport on the City Gaol, in reference to the project 
for receiving’ prisoners belonging to that jurisdiction, which would have been 
already reahzcd, had it not been for the following untoward circumstances. At 
the Summer Assizes, the Grand Juries of the county and city, wishing to avail 
themselves of the facilities afforded by the 19th and 20th '\^ic., cap. G8, executed 
an ao-reeinent, on the subjoined basis, viz. : — The county authorities undertake 
to maintain in their gaol all prisoners, civil and criminal, belonging to the city, 
upon the terms, firstly, that the City Grand Jury shall pay, in advance, an 
annual sum of £100 for use and occupation ; secondly, that the said Grand Jury 
shall pay a joint average rateable amount per head for cacli of their prisoners, 
for their keep and expenses— the expenses and charges to be equally divided per 
head, according to the number of days of occupation by both county and city 
prisoners, such'charges and expenses to include all necessary repairs of buildings, 
as well as the staff' of the prison ; thirdl}', that the joint Board of Superintendence 
'shall, in future, consist of nine county and three city members, to be nominated by 
each 'of the said Grand Juries respectively ; and, fourthly, that either party to this 
ao'reement may put an end to this contract, by having tivelve months' notice served 
on the Secretary of County or City Grand Jury, as the case may be ; but in the 
event of tlxis contract being at any time so terminated, by due notice, any city 
pnsoner or prisoners in custody, or under sentence, to complete the term of his 
or their sentence or imprisonment in the said county gaol. 

This agreement havingbeen completed, was transmitted to the Lord Lieutenant, 
in order that it might be duly carried Into effect, and that the necessary order, 
consequent thereon, for transferring the city prisoners to the count}- gaol might 
be issued. 

The contract belno- the first, which had been entered into since the passing of 
the Act above reciti^, it was thought proper to submit it to the law officer.^ of 
the Crown in reference to its legal validity ; who, after full consideration, came to 
the conclusion that they would not be justified in advising the Executive to 
direct the required transfer, on the ground that the contract was not in con- 
formity with the 50th section of the Act, which expressly provides for the case 
in question, namely, the maintenance of city prisoners in a county gaol, inasmuch 
as it deviated from the provisions of the section in tivo vital particulars, viz., in 
not specifjnng the term ofxjears for which it was to continue, and further, in 
stipulating for a joint Board of Superintendence, which is contrary to an express 
prescription in the section, the wording of which stands thus in reference to both 
exceptions respectively, first, that “ every such contract maybe either perjietual 
or for a limited term of years;" and secondly, “ that every such prisoner” {i.e., 
every prisoner removed to and confined in the city gaol by virtue of such con- 
tract), shall, during his confinement, be in all respects subject to the sole govern- 
ment and control of the Board of Superintendence of such county jnison." 

This very desirable aiTangcment, therefore, calculated as it was to serve the 
interests of both parties, but especially those of the city, fell to the ground, and 
all practical proceedings were stayed until the next Assizes. The iiei-iod, how- 
ever allocated at Assizes to the transaction of fiscal business is so limited, as 
scarcely to admit of the completion of any matter requiring discussion or com- 
bined action, I accordingly felt it to be my duty to anticipate, as far as was pos- 
sible the decision of the Grand Juries, and to place myself in communication 
with' the two Boards of Superintendence, as representing the fiscal bodies, in 
order to obtain from them the expression of an opinion as to the best mode of 
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p“ ‘-“lopting .1 basis witliin the provisions of the South 

Ajnentied Prisons Act, the 19th and 20th Victoria, cap. 68. District 

Having, accordingly, had interviews with both Boards, I have groat pleasure in „ 

stating that I found them actuated by a spirit of mutual accommodation, and by 
“bvT‘t°y . dbheult.es. In furtherance, therefore, of the common 

object, the City Board of Superintendence unanimomsly passed the annexed re- 
so ution, and the County Board as unanimously adopted it, and stated their 
intention to make, a similar recommendation to the County Grand Jury 
" Wc recommend the next Grand Jury to enter info an agreement at next 
Assizes for either three or hve years, on the faith of tliat portion of the former 
agieeineut vliicli reijuired the appointment of throe city representatives on the 
County Board be carried out by the future Grand Juries of the county.” 

Under these circumstances, it now only remains for the respective Grand 
a" recommendations, and to enter into a contract which 

shad tullil the statut.ablo refpiirenients. With this view, the Iiispectors-Gene- 
ral have submitted to the law officers of the Crown a draft of such contract 
iihich the atter have duly settled, and to which they will be prepared to advise 
His Ji-xcellency the Lord Lieutenant to grant his sanction, as soon as it shall 
have been adopted by the representatives of the two jurisdictions. They have 
also siig-gested a mode of placing on record an honourable undertaking- on the 
part of the authorities of the county, that they will from time to time nominate 
to their Board three members to bo selected by the Grand Jury of the City • and 
tluis, practically, the same proportionate representation will be secured to the 
lattci’, as it this condition of the original agreement had been in concun-ence 
with the Amended Prisons Act.

No change has taken place in the accommodation, but I abstain from recapitu- 
lating the incm-able structural defects, and the want of almost all the statutable 
requu-emeuts specified in the 6tli section of the Prisons Act, which have so 
frequently been exposed in former reports, and so strongly animadverted on by 
the Judge _of Assize, as I have every hope that the city is about to be relieved 
Irom the discredit attached to such a miserable institution. 

Classification under such circumstances can scarcely be said to exist in either 
sex. The males arc nominally divided into felons and misdemeanants, without 
refei’cncc to their being tried or untried, and are congregated in one yard, beipo’ 
merely placed at opposite sides during the houi-s of labour. The females also 
lorm two classes, the prostitutes being kept apart from the other denominations 
in dormitories, where darkness is barely visible, as there is but one yard common 
to all. ' 

The Governor attends the lock-up ; but there is no nightly watch or patrol. 
The punishments (the record of which is laid before the Board, and signed by 
the Chamman) amounted to twenty, from the 1st of January up to the date of 
my visit, and were all inflicted by the Governor. It is right that I should point 
out that the stoppage of milk is not legal, though a less severe punishment than 
confinement in a solitary cell, upon a diet of bread and water.

General Ohsermtions. 

It has been so frequently my painful duty, as well as that of my present 
and former colleagues, and our predecessors, to speak in terms of reprehen- 
sion of the unfitness of the City Gaol for carrying out even the elementary 
principles of prison discipline, that I have dwelt but lightly upon this subject 
in my report, and turn with pleasure to the prospect of' immediate amelioration, 
which, indeed, would have been already realized, had it not been for the follo^ving 
untoward circumstances. At tiie Summer Assizes, the Grand Juries of the 
county and city, wishing to avail themselves of the facilities alTorded by the 1 9th 
and 20th Vic., cap. 68, executed an agi’cement, on the subjoined bases, viz. ; — 
The county authorities undertake to maintain in their gaol all prisoners, civil and 
criminal, belonging to the city, upon the terms, firstl}', that the City Grand Jury 
shall pay, in advance, an annual sum of £100 for use and occupation; secondly, 
that the said Grand Jury shall pay a joint average rateable amount per head for 
each of their prisoners, fbr their keep and expenses— the expenses and charges to 
be equally divided per head, according to the number of clays of occupation by 
both county and city prisoners, such charges and expenses to include all neces- 
sary repairs of buildings, as well as staff of the prison ; thirdly, that the joint 
Board of Superintendence shall, in future, consist of nine county and three city 
members, to he nominated by each of the said Grand Juries respectively ; and, 
fourthly, that either party to this agreement may put an end to this contract, by 
having twelve months'' notice served on the Secretary of County or City Grand 
Jury, as the case may be; but in the event of this contract being at any time 
so terminated, by due notice, any city prisoner or pnsoners in custody, or under 
sentence, to complete the term of his or their sentence or imprisonment in the 
said county gaol. 

This agreement having been completed, was transmitted to the Lord Lieutenant, 
in order that it might be duly carried into effect, and that the necessary order, 
consequent thereon, for transferring the city prisoners to the county gaol might 
be issued. 

The contract being the first, which had been entered into since the passing of 
the Act above recited, it was thought proper to submit it to the law officers of 
the Crown in reference to its legal validity, who, after full consideration, came to 
the conclusion that they would not be justified in advising the Executive to 
dh-ect the required transfer, on the ground that the contract was not in con- 
formity with the 50th section of the Act, wliich expressly provides for the case 
in jpiestion, namely, the maintenance of city prisoners in a county gaol, inasmuch 
as it deviated from the provisions of the section in two vital particidars, viz., in 
not specifving the term of years for w'hich it was to continue, and further, in 
stipulating for a joint Board of Superintendence, which is central'}^ to an 
express prescription in the section, the wording of which stands thus in refe- 
rence to both exceptions respectively, first, that “ every such contract ma)' be cither 
perpetual or for a limited term of years;'" and secondly, ‘‘that every such prisoner” 
(j.e., every prisoner removed to and confined in the city gaol by virtue of such 
contract) “shall, during his confinement, be in all respects subject to the sole 
government and control of the Board of Superintendence of such county prison." 

This very desirable arrangement therefore, calculated as it was to serve the 
interests of both parties, but especially those of the city, fell to the gi'ound, and 
all practical proceedings were stayed until the next Assizes. Tire period, how- 
ever, allocated at Assizes to the transaction of fiscal business is so limited, as 
scarcely to admit of the completion of any matter requiring discussion or com- 
bined action, I accordingly felt it to be my duty to anticipate, as far as was pos- 
sible, the decision of the Grand Juries, and to place myself in communication

Ajjfiendix to Thirty-ninth Report of 

■with the two Boards of Superintendence, as representing the fiscal bodies, In 
order to obtain from them the expression of an opinion as to the best mode of 
renewing the compact, and of adopting a basis within the provisions of the 
Amended Prisons Act, the 19th and 20th Victona, cap. G8. 

Having, accordingl)', had interviews with both Boards, I have gi’cat pleasure in 
stating that I found them actuated by a spirit of mutual accommodation, and by 
an anxiety to smoothe all diliiculties. In furtherance, therefore, of the common 
object, the City Board of Superintendence unanimously passed the annexed re- 
solution, and the County Board as unanimously adopted it, and stated their 
intention to make a similar recommendation to the County Grand Jury : — 

“We recommend the next Grand Jury to enter into an agreement at next 
Assizes for cither three or five years, on the faith of that portion of the former 
agreement which required the appointment of three city representatives on the 
County Board be carried ont by the future Grand Juries of tlie comity.” 

Under these circumstances, it now only remains for the respective Grand 
Juries to give efibet to these recommendations, and to enter into a contract which 
shall fulfil the statucable requirements. With this view, the Inspcctors-Gene- 
ral liave submitted to the Law Officers of the Crown a draft of such contract, 
which the latter have duly settled, and to which they will be prepared to advise 
His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant to grant his sanction, as soon as it shall 
have been adopted by the representatives of tlie two jurisdictions. They have 
also suggested a mode of placing on record an honourable undertaking on the 
part of the autborities of the county, that they will fi-om time to time nominate 
to their Board three members to be selected by the Grand Juiy of the City; and 
thus, practically, the same proportionate representation will be secured to the 
latter, as if this condition of the original agreement had been in concun*ence 
with the Amended Prisons Act.

The prison population here has remained for some time almost stationary, the 
fluctuations being so trifling as not to require analysis or comment. Thus, the 
daily average — the most reliable test of numbers— was, in 185S, males, 36, 
females, 15 ; in 1859, males 34, females 12 ; and in the first four months of the 
current year, males, 35, females, 15; the very trillin':^ excess observable in the 
latter period being probably to be ascribed to the severity of the winter and to the 
dearness of every article of consumption. Juvenile delinquencies have fallen 
very low, and there were neither vagrants nor workhouse olfcudcrs in charge, 
and but one dangerous lunatic — a male.

Xo alteration or aiklition has taken place since the last inspection, nor is any 
in contemplation ; and consequently the defects noticed in former Reports remain 
unremedied, the most prominent of which is the want of reception-rooms or a 
drying-room in connexion with the laundry (which is now partitioned), and of 
covered lavatories, there being none of the latter, except in the quarter of the 
female prison, which contains eight cells adapted fur “ separation.” 

Q’here are two baths, one lixed, and the other movable, which is kept in the 
hospital. All prisoners Avho require it are washed on reception, and for daily 
ablution, buckets, with towels and soaj), are furnished in each of the several yards. 

The males are subjected to the classification laid down in the Prisons Act, the 
juveniles being ordinarily kept apart from the adults, and the females are divided 
into three sectioirs, two of them being regulated by their known or presumed 
antecedents, and the third consisting of the re-committed, who occupy the cells 
adverted to. jVII, however, of both sexes, at night and at meal times are placed 

in single cells, but at other times are exposed to the evils of association evils 

wdiich, in this prison, suited us it is for adaptation, could be easily remedied at 
an outlay trilling in comparison with the beneficial results, which have been found 
invariably to follow the enforcement of the only form of discipline, at once deterrent 
and reformatory. 

Tlic Governor and his Deputy attend the lock-up, and there is a nightly 
jmtrol, unchecked, however, by a tell-tale clock, the best means of insuring vigi- 
lance and regularity. 

But two punishments had been inflicted since the 1st of January. It would 
be desirable that the record of these should always be submitted to the Board 
and initialed by the Chairman.

^ An efficient schoolmaster, during the hours specified, instructs the male juve- 
niles and such of more advanced age as express a wish to learn, and the Registry 
is satisfixctory, evidencing some progress. The females are similarly taught, but 
the old and imperfect form of Registry is retained. I liave to repeat, that it 
would be preferable for the master to school prisoners of the. latter sex also, a 
female officer, of course, being in attendance. I found no entries on the part 
of the Chaplains as to their examination of the scholars, and their opinions as to 
the zeal of both teachers and pupils.

tlie expired portion of the current j'ear, the aggregate number of both sexes being 
the same ; but tliere being a slight excess in tlie males to counterbalance a pro- 
portionate reduction in the females. This advance is probably due to the preva- 
lence of violent assaults, which lead to sentences for long terms, and consequently 
maintain a higher avei’age of dailj' inmates. 

There were but two juveniles in charge on the day of my visit, and, I am happy 
to state, thei*e were no lunatics. Vagrancy and workhouse offences have yielded 
to the improved condition of the country, which cannot be more satisfactorily 
evidenced, than by recalling the now almost incredible fact that seven years ago, 
on the 11th of May, 1853, there were no less than 3G4 prisoners within these walls.

The prison was in sound repam, free from damp, except a trifling leakage in the 
roof of the central building, secure, well ventilated, and amply supplied with 
water, which is brought to bear upon the sewers. The stock of bedding, blan- 
kets, sheets, and clothing was large, and there were further materials in store 
ready for making up.

I have no change to record in the accommodation since the last inspection, and 
I have only, therefore, to recapitulate the defects frequently noticed in foimer 
reports, viz., the mcouvenience and inadequacy of the hospital, and of the 
laundry, the absence of partitions in the latter, the want of a bath in the section 
assigned to females, and of proper means of communication between the prisoners 
and the officers (the bells having never been rightly hung) in the seventeen cells, 
which have otherwise been prepared with requisites for carrying out the separate 
system. These cells are reserved for male juveniles, and those who have been 
re-committed. The prisoners of this sex are placed in eight sections (exclusively 
of debtors), and are kept apart at night, and at punitive labour, the tread-wheel, 
and stone-breaking yards being stalled, but are associated at meal times, wholly, 
as appears to me, without reason, unless in very severe weather. The females 
are divided according to their known or presumed antecedents, care being alwaj’S 
taken to separate the prostitutes. They sleep singly, but are congi-egated for 
meals and in the work-room. 

I cannot conclude this part of my report without reiterating the hope so often 
expressed before, that the local authorities -will follow the laudable example, now 
set in so many of our gaols, of adapting a sufficiency of cells to confer upon every 
inmate of the prison the advantages of the only form of discipline, which renders 
reformation probable, and deterioration (by external means at least) impossible. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and there is a nightly patrol mamtained by 
two turnkeys, whose vigilance is ascertained by a tell-tale clock. 

The punishments since the 1st of January amotmted only to two. It would 
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be desirable that the Chairman of the Board at each meeting should initial the 
Punishment Book as an evidence of cognizance. 

A convict under sentence of penal servitude attempted to escape by breaking 
through the wall of his cell, and by letting himself down into one of the yards, 
in which he was fortunately discovered and seized.

The accommodation for the sick consists only of two ap.artments, one for each 
sex, placed at such a height and in such .an inaccessible position at the top of the 
central building, as to render it almost impossible to convey thither a patient 
labourino- under any severe affection, such as a fracture, for instance, to say 
nothing of the difficulty, which would be experienced by convalescents out off from 
the airing yards and unable to walk down .and up the great length of staircase. 
The Medical Officer, Dr. Gelston, entered on the books a very strong remon- 
strance as to the unfitness and salubrity of this department ; hut a Comimttee 
delegated by the Graud Jury to examine it reported against the necessity ol 
building another and separate hospital. ProvidentiaUy the general he.alth of the

Although the number in custody on the day which I have selected for the 
record of Tny inspection considerably exceeds that for the corresponding day of 
the year 1859, this excess must be looked upon as abnormal and casual, arising 
probably from the presence of males committed for fraudulent enlistment aiid 
for violent assaults. 

A comparison, however, of the daily averages for the last, and for the expired 
portion of the cun*cnt year, as well as of the tables of committals and re-com- 
mittals, will show a considerable reduction in the males, while the females remain 
almost stationary ; the constant recurrence of prostitutes and disorderly persons 
producing this result, h'urther, when we deduct the debtors and deserters from 
the total, *^wo are entitled to aflirm that the criminal status of this populous city, 
unprovided as it is with proper means of maintaining gaol discipline, does not 
present an unfavourable aspect. I have to add, and I do so -\vith great gratifica- 
tion, that there were no dangerous lunatics, and none committed under the Poor 
Law Act or for vagrancy, and that juvenile delin(;^ueuts — a class formerly very 
rife here— have expeiienced a remarkable diminution. There were two returned 

convicts a male and a female— but the former was under a short sentence for 

a trivial oflencc.

The gaol, on the whole, was iu fair repair, well ventilated, and now tolerably 
secure ; the escape recorded above having been caused by gross neglect on the 
part of the timnkey, under whose charge the prisoner in question was placed. 
The supply of water is copious, and is conveyed to every section, and applied to 
flushing the sewers thoroughly. The clothing and bedding, which at the last 
inspection were animadverted upon, are now sufficient, and there is a stock of 
raw material in store.

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No improvement has taken place in the accommodation, nor, indeed, would 
any be practicable upon the present site, unless by a total reconstruction of 
the building, winch is most inconveniently aiTanged for the purposes of 
supervision and of preventing undue association, especially on the female side 
and _is wanting iii some of the primary requirements defined in the “ Prisons 
Act, such as reception-rooms, and a proper division of the Marshalsea, There 
IS no drying-room— a very serious defect— and the laundry is inadequate There 
are no covered lavatories, but tubs are furnished in the several yaks for daily 
ablution, and there are baths proyided for the sick, and for washing prisoue/s 
on their aamission, and subsequently from time to time. ° 

It is needless that I should repeat the observations which, year after year the 
iDspectors-Gcneral have found it their painful duty to offer upon the impeiVec- 
tions of the structure, and I shall merely again call attention to the fact that 
these im]ierfections render it impossible to carry out, even with the present 
limited numbers, the very meagre classification laid down in the old Prisons Act 
which IS universally admitted, by those conversant with improved modern 
discipline, to be a mere makeshift, and to fail utterly in bringing the deten-ent 
and reformatory influences, which a well-oi’dered prison supplies, to bear upon 
the inmates. Thc^ arrangement of the males is as follows, and embraces five 
sections, viz. : — 1 . The untried d^all deno^niiiations. 2. Vagrants and drunkards 
3. Tried felons. 4. Tried misdemeanants. 5. Petty larcenists. The females 
are in three divisions, viz. :—l . The untried. 2. The tried. 3. Tliose convicted 
of a hrst oftenoc, and those, whose conduct within the walls has been irreproach- 
able. It IS right to observe that an attempt is made to separate females of 
abandoned character, wlicre it is possible, from the less guilty. I found for 
instance, two brothel-keepers placed apart in the quarter assigned to the female 
debtors, there being none of the latter in custody. The males, while eno-aged 
m breaking stones and on the tread-wheel, work in stalls, and are thus precluded 
fioin intercourse; and at night and at meal-times, if their aggregate is suflicientlv 
low to permit it, they occupy single cells. But even this modified amount of sepa- 
ration cannot be accorded to the females, who are constantly associated, except 
m a tew cases, the laundry being unpartitioned, and the number of cells falhno- 
far short of the loivest number of prisoners of this sex in custody at any one 
tune. ' ^ 

Thei'e apj^ears to be little or no probability of a remedy being obtained for 
these e^s, as no disposition exists on the part of the authorities on either side 
to avail themselves of the facilities for amalgamating the County and City Gaols 
which the “Amended Prisons Act” affords; and it, therefore, only remains for 
tho Inspectors-Goiieral to express the hope that the Prisons Bill submittod this 
year to Parliament may ultimately pass into law, and that thus the Executive 
may be armed with plenary powers to compel a fulfilment of the veiw moderate 
requirements tlierein prescribed. 

Ihe lock-up is attended by the Governor, and the vigilance and reo-ularity of 
the night-patrol are measured by a tell-tale clock, which is in good order. 

The punishments stated below were inflicted by the sole authority of the 
Governor, and are recorded in a book, wliich is laid before the Board at each 
meeting, and duly signed by the Chairman, as an evidence of cognizance.

Since tlic last inspection tlic Rev. M. T. De Burgh, the Protestant Chaplain, 
having resigned, the Very Rev. Dean Kirwan was appointed to succeed him. 
hour turnkeys resigned, and two were dismissed, and live of the vacancies thus 
created were filled by the Board. These latter oflicers receive no rations, and 
their salaries are so low, when compared wth the high price of all the necessaries 
otTife, and the general rise of wages consequent thereon, as to render it verv 
difficult to secure, or to retain the services of competent persons to fulfil duties 
•which involve almost perpetual confinement within the walls of the prison. ’

A considerable decline in the daily average of 1859, as compared with that of 
] 858, is observable here ; the numbers of the males having fallen from 30 to 22, 
and of the females from 1 1 to 7 ; and, if we contrast slmdar returns, as well as 
the aggregate of committals _ and re-committals for the expired portion of the 
current year, we find that this reduced total remains nearly the same. 

Vagrancy and workhouse offences, formerly large sources of gaol population, 
have almost ceased to form items of calculation ; and juvenile delinquents have 
happily become so few, that, from the 1 st of J anuary up to the date of my visit, 
three only had been committed, all of whom, moreover, were on the verge of 
the statutable age for reformatories. 

There were two dangerous lunatics in custody, a class from which, I regi*et to 
state, there appears to be no immediate probability that our prisons will be 
relieved, unprovided as they are with proper appliances, either curative or 
repressive. A sad illustration of the latter event was exhibited in the case of a 
turnkey, a very well-conducted officer of thirteen years’ standing, who had been 
severely wounded by one of these unfortunate and in-esponsible beings.

No alteration has taken place since the last inspection ; and it is unnecessar}-, 
therefore, that I should recapitulate the particulars of the accommodation, which 
is fully adequate to the requirements. A very important extension is, however, 
projected, viz., the transfer to the males of the present new female prison, con- 
taining thirty cells, to which eight others (being double cells), already artificially 
heated, are annexed. There are, besides, twelve more, similarly heated, which 
are of smallar capacity, but which could be fitted for occupation by drunkards, 
and by those sentenced to short terms, without disturbing the walls. In fact, 
the addition of bells, the ei’ection of a few water-closets, and the partitioning of 
the lavatories— all matters of comparatively trifling cost — would render this 
section thoroughly fit for carrying out “ individual separation,” the effects of

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which upon the females are so stvikingly exemplified by the schedule given 
above, which exhibits the averages of pi’isoners ot the latter sex antecedently and 
subsequently to the establishment of this invaluable form of discipline. 

On the other hand, it is proposed to adapt for the females the block of biuld- 
in^^ numbered 5 and 6, which was originally used as their prison. Ihia plan will 
render available eighteen cells, and further comprises water-closets and stalled 
lavatories. The Board has, fortunately, money in hands for executing these 
desirable works, there being a surplus remaining (a portion of the last present- 
ment), which, by an understanding with the Grand Jitry, is to be thus allocated. 

I trust, therefore, that it will be the pleasing duty of the Inspector- General, 
in his next Report, to congratulate the local authorities upon the completion of a 
scries of improvements which will place this gaol in the creditable position of 
being one of the best administered institutions in the kingdom. 

At the present time, the ‘‘separate system” is strictly enforced in all the cri- 
minal classes of females, and approximative separation is applied to a consider- 
able extent among the males, -who sleep and take their meals in .single cells, and 
are precluded from communication by partitions attached to the tread-wheol. 

The Governor or his deputy attends the lock-up, and the vigilance^ of the 
watchmen on patrol at night is’ ascertained by tell-tale clocks, which are in good 
working order. , i i 

The punishments— the record of which is duly submitted to the Board at each 
meeting— from the 1st of January up to the period of my inspection, amounted 
to two only, and were inllicted by the authority of the Governor.

The foregoing schedule furnishes a fair average representation of the nature 
and amount of reproductive employment, which is at present can-ied on by the 
inmates, reduced as they are in numbers. I am bound to say that no exertion 
is spared in maintaining here that spirit of industry, which conduces to order and 
discipline among the prisoners -within the walls, and is calculated to prevent their 
return to evil courses when they are discharged. It would be very aclvanta- 
o-eous, in the event of a new apjmintinent being made among the turnkeys, to 
select a pei-son capable of imparting the i-udiments of tailox-ing, one of the most 
useful and generally available of handicrafts.

The males arc taught by the turnkeys in their several classes, and the females 
by the matron in the cells, the form of registry recommended by the Inspectors- 
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General, being observed ; but, on examining it, I did not find evidence of due 
progress, or any record of examination on the part of the Chaplains^ who, as 
they instruct the prisoners of their respective creeds in religious knowledge, 
might with advantage also superintend their secular education. I have to repeat 
that the appointment of a regularly trained schoolmaster would insure a much 
better result.

The diet is regularly inspected ; but the tabular form suggested by us as the 
most convenient and comprehensive, is not in use. No complaints of the provi- 
sions were preferred to me by the prisoners, but some exceptions had been taken 
from time to time by the* Chaplains to the milk, in the earlier part of the 
year; the contractor, however, liaving been latterly changed, it is now of a satis- 
factory quality. 



Books awl Accounts. 

The books, accounts, and registries, are carefully kept ; and the tables pro- 
posed by my colleague and myself are in operation, with the exception above 
stated, and that of a “ Visitors’ to Prisoners Book.” The record of “ Extra 
Diet” also differs somewhat in form from oui’s. The Chaplains and Governor 
are provided with journals, and the Surgeon initials all medical orders.

AVIiateyer measure we apply to the criminal status of this prison, whether by 
examinatiop of theimmber in custody on the days corresponding to that, on which 
the iiispcctioii took place, of the daily averages, or of the committals and re-com- 
inittals, we discover unmistakable evidences of improvement. Indeed, if we 
analyse the character of the offences represented by the fifty-one males who 
were in charge on the above day, "we shall find that twenty-seven only can fairly 
be considered as belonging to tbe criminal classes, properly so termed, when we 
deduct the debtor, the deserter, those under rule for non-payment of fines and 
penalties, the drunkards, the vagi*ants, and lastly the lunatics, of wliom there 
were no less than fifteen confined here, to the detriment of discipline, as well of 
the chances of recovery.

stalled lavatories erected on each range, nothing -will be wanting to give effect to 
this admirable form of discipline. The laundry is not yet partitioned, but is 
about to be properly divided, and it is intended to fit anot icr section of the 
quarters assigned to the males (ivliich is already artilicially licntcd) with com- 
plete appliances for separation, as soon as the cells riow ready shall have been 
thoroughly tested. In short, at no distant period, I trust that it will be the 
pleasing duty of the Inspectors-General to congratulate the local authorities upon 
the e.Ktension, at a very moderate outlay, to every criminal inmate of the gaol, 
of the advantages of this principle, combining as it does deterrent and rciorma- 
tory influences. , . . . , 

No chamre has taken place ill the general accommodation, comprising cook- 
house, store-rooms, workshops, &c., which have been detailed in former reports, 
and recorded as sufficient for their several objects. Ihe males are placed in live 
sections, exclusive of debtors, and the females in four, subject, of course, to the 
obstruction of all discipline by the presence of the lunatics ; _ and both sexes, at 
niffht and at meal times, oceup}' single cells, and are approximativcly separated. 

The lock-up is attended by the Governor or the head turnkey, and there is 
a night patrol, without, however, the salutary check of a tell-tale clock, wliicli is 

the only reliable test of regularity and vigilance. in 

The punishments since the 1st of January amounted to eleven, and were all 
inflicted by the sole authority of the Governor. It would be desirable that the 
book containing the record of such punishments should be submitted at each 
meeting to the Board, and initialed by the Chamnan, as an evidence of cogni- 
zance and acquiescence.

The foregoino- schedule showing the labour of both kinds, in which the pris- 
oners were engaged on the day of inspection, exhibits verj; laudable activity, 
particularly when it is taken into consideration that the prison duties and the 
attendance upon lunatics absorb, and consequently withdraw from reproductive 
employment a large proportion of otherwise available hands Several of the 
turnkeys, it is to be observed, are handicraftsmen, or are capable of teaching the 
i-udiments of some of the most useful of ordinary trades. A weaver, however, is 
still required, the former one having not been yet replaced. ^

The average number of prisoners of both sexes in 1859 exhibited a small re- 
duction as contrasted with 1858; the numbers for the former term beino-, re- 
spectively (omitting fractions), males, 69; females, 41 ; while in the expired 
portion of the current year, the average of males remains stationary at the same 
ratio as that of the past ; the females, on the other hand, showinp- a marked 
advance, a result not to be wondered at, when we take into consideration the very 
imperfect means existing here for repressing or reforming the abandoned class 
from which the inmates of the latter sex are chiefly derived. 

Juvenile offences have, happily, fallen in amount, and the gaol has been relieved 
from convicts sentenced to penal servitude, who are now instantly removed to 
the prisons set specially apart for them reception ; but not of the lunatics, whose 
presence remains a plague-spot and a pressure upon discipline and industry, an 
injury which it is impossible to over-estimate, not to speak of the injustice, so 
often urged before, to these unhappy and generally irresponsible beings, deprived 
as they arc of the chances of restoration to reason, which would be aflbrded in an 
asylum provided with proper appliances for their treatment, although I am satis- 
fied that in no gaol in the kingdom is more humane attention given to the insane, 
than here. Their aggregate amounted to no less than twenty, — seventeen males 
and three females,— all requiring the supervision and constant attendance of sane 
prisoners, who, as they volunteer (there being no power of compulsion) for this 
disgusting and dangerous office, are inevitably withdrawn from some of the exist- 
ing regulations with regard to diet, labour, and restriction ; and an additional 
officer has lately been nominated, whose sole duty is to administer this section. 
I examined, in the company of the Medical Officer, the exercise-yard in which 
the male lunatics are confined, and fully concur with him as to the necessity 
of improving the accommodation before the arrival of winter, by inclosing 
an open shed which stands there, and by thus converting it into a day-room, to 
be warmed with stoves in severe weather.

"NTo alteration having been carried out since the last inspection, and none being 
in progress, or in contemplation. It is unnecessary that I shouM recapitulate 
details, which have been so often reported, the principal requirements remaining 
the same, viz., the erection of water-closets in the hospital and the partitioning 
of the laundr}'. 

The criminal classes of the males amount to four, viz. : 1, juveniles who arc 
keptapart; 2,thetried; 3, thountried; 4, those for examination. When employed 
on the tread-whoel or at stone-breaking they occupy .separate partitions, and 
are also placed singly at the looms ; but m other industrial labour, and at school, 
they are associated. 

Of the futility of this sort of classilication I cannot adduce a stronger instance 
than by stating that I found in the same class (viz., the first) two youths, one 
who was sentenced to a short term for deserting his master's service, an oll'ence 
involving the smallest degree of moral delinquency ; and another, who was repre- 
sented to me as a rutlian of the utmost depravity, hardened and incorrigible, who 
had been several times convicted, and had been rejected by the managers of a 
reformatory. 

Xhe females arc divided into two classes only — the prostitutes constituting one, 
and are congi’egated in the laundry, which is not partitioned, and when receiv- 
ing educational instruction. 

All of both sexes (except the lunatics and their attendants), at night, and at 
meal-times, occupy single cells, when the accommodation permits. Having in a 
former report entei*ed fully into the whole question of the ‘‘separate system,'’ and 
having set forth the advantages, which the experience of some years i!i other 
gaols had proved to exist, I have only again to express my unavailing regret that 
no movement has been made, nor does any appear to be intended, for establish- 
ing this invaluable form of discipline. 

Tile Governor or his deputy' attends the lock-up, and a patrol at night is main- 
tained, in rotation, by turnkeys, whose regularity and watchfulness are ascer- 
tained by three tell-tale clocks placed indiilcrent parts of the building.

Prostitutes, however, are excluded from the school The 
registry of progress recommended by the Inspectors-General is now in operation 
heie, and the lioinan Catholic Chaplain (almost the whole of the prisoners be- 
longing to that religious denomination in this southern countv) is laudablv

There were no complaints of the provisions, which I tasted, Tlie stirabout in 
particular was of remarkably good quality. 

The Chaplains are regular in their inspection, but are not furnished with the 
tabular form devised by us, which requires a comment upon each item of con- 
sumption, and the adoption of which I would urge upon the Board. 



Books and Accounts. 

The several registries and records of cfisciplinc, consumption, receipt, and 
expenditure are kept with praiseworthy correctness. All the extern officers'and 
the Governor are provided with journals, and the medical books contain a very 
full and accurate statement of all matters relative to this department. The 
“Extern Officers’” Book and that of the “Visiters to Prisoners” have been pro- 
cured, and the Governor now duly enters his name, the omission of which had 
been noticed in a former report.

The Governor had for some time previously to my visit been suffering under 
severe indisposition. His salary, as well as that of the extern officers, is paid, at 
each assizes. The interns— none of -whom are on the gaol allowance — ^receive 
their salaries monthlj’ ; and the turnkeys are farther supplied with lire-arms and 
uniforms.

The year 1859 contrasted favourably with 1858 in the reduction of crime 
the average daily numbers of males and females, in the former year having 
been respectively 1 9 and 6 (omitting fractions) , as against 23 and 1 5 in the latter. 
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In the expired portion of the current year, -while the females remain at the 
average last quoted, the males exhibit a tendency to increase, being m a slight 
excessover 1858 and 1859, and the criminal committals ofboth sexes are tar more 
numerous. There is nothing, however, in these statistics to call _ for more ex- 
tended notice, as the aggi’Cgatc of delinquents of all denominations is remarkably 
small, in proportion to the population of the county, and as those ofrcnces, which 
peculiarly evidence a diseased state of society, viz. : turbulence in workhouses, 
vagi'aiicy, and juvenile peculations, have almost disappeared from the legisti) .

Educational instruction is given daily, at the stated hours, to both sexes by a 
schoolmaster-turnlcey, and by the assistant-matron respectively. The registry of 
progress is^not in accordance with that recommended by the Inspectors-General, 
which, it is to be hoped, will be adopted, when the new joint prison shall be 
completed. I found satisfactory evidence of some prohciency among the males, 
but little appears to be effected in advancing the females. The Chaplains visit 
regularly, and record their opinions.

The Board assembles monthly, when all liabilities are discharged by means of 
a cheque for the aggregate sum, which is placed in the hands of the Local In- 
spector, who produces the requisite vouchers and receipts to it at the next 
ensuing meeting. 

General Observations, 

The plans referred to by my colleague, in his last report, for building a joint 
prison for the county and city of Waterford, having received the approval of 
the local authorities at the spring assizes, and subsequently of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, fell to the ground, in consequence of the impossibility of finding a 
contractor to undertake them at the sum estimated by the County Surveyor, 
and presented for, on the faith of the correctness of his calculation. Fresh plans, 
accordingly, identical in the general design, but greatly reduced in extent, were 
adopted by the grand juries of both jurisdictions, at the summer assizes, and 
have since obtained the sanction of the Executive, after examination and report 
on the part of the Commissioners of Public Works, and the Inspectors-Goneral 
of Prisons, and a contract for the execution of them has been duly entered 
into. The contractor having required that nearly the whole of the existing 
building, comprising the county and city gaols, which adjoin each other on a 
common site, should bo demolished, in order to make preparation for the new 
works, and an application, grounded on a resolution, having been addre.-ised by 
the authorities of both localities to the Lord Lieutenant praying, inter alia, that 
a portion of the county gaol, which the contractor had ag]-ced to leave standing, 
and the city house of correction, which is situated apart, might be constituted a 
joint prison for jurisdictions, the Inspcctors-Genoral felt it to be their duty 
to submit the case lor the consideration of the law ofiiecrs of the Crown, who 
gave their opinion to the following effect : that his Excellency has no power to 
act in accordance with the resolution and prayer In question ; that it will be 
necessary, therefore, to retain certain portions of the city prison and county 
prison, so as to keep alive both jurisdictions, and to enable the county and city 
magistrates to commit to the prisons sevei’ally belonging to them ; that it will be 
necessary also to retain the several boards of superintendence of both jurisdic- 
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t;ons until next assizes, when it is suggested that the purpose nmy be effected South 
through the 52nd section of the 19 and 20 Vic., cap. 6S, and the 100 section of District. 

the Prisons Act, 7 Geo. IV., cap. 74, viz. : that the city of Waterford having, ^ „ 

iiHhe words ot the 52nd section, “ completed the contract” for the “erection of 
a joint prison,” may make over their “ house of correction” to the county, to be “o^aoL 
used as a county prison (as authorized by that section), and when so made over, 
that the powers oi the 100 section of the Prisons Act may be called into opera- 
tion, so that the city criminals may be committed to this latter as a county gaol. 

Ihe arrangement thus reconnnended, so far as relates to the retention of certain 
portions of the two gaols, has been can’ied out, and possession of the remainder 
of the premiseshaving been given to the contractor, the latter has commenced 
operations. With regard to the other suggestion of the law officers, viz. : the 
assignment of the city house of correction, and its subsequent allocation under 
the sections of the Acts recited, the course proposed may appear to be somewhat 
involved and tortuous, and some further difficulties and objections present them- 
selves to a primary view of the whole case, such as, firstly, the small amount of 
accommodation to be obtained should such assignment be ultimately made ; 
secondly, the suspension of almost all discipline and classification ; and, lastly, the 
ivant of due provision for female i^risoners in the new plans. 

io the first objection the answer is, that, in the absence of any statutable or 
other power, the mode submitted is the only practicahle one for securing the 
common occupation of the house of correction, which will be indispensable as 
soon as the progress of the works renders it imperative on the contractor to 
remove the greater part of the buildings now loft intact, and it is, moreover, to 
be borne in mind that the Bridewell of Dungarvan, being of considerable ca- 
pacity, would afford an important relief from the pressure of county prisoners, 
even supposing that no means existed of locating them beyond the boundaries ; 
but, happily, if the Executive is deficient in the power referred to above, it is, 
by the 36th section. of the Amended Prisons Act, the 19 and 20 Viet., cap. 68, 
armed with a counterbalancing power, which may be defined to be unlimited, 
viz.: that ^of removing all prisoners, of every denomination^ whether confined 
under criminal or civil process, or by the order of any court, from one gaol or 
bridewell to another. By the due exercise of this power the second objection 
will be greatly obviated, inasmuch as all prisoners sentenced to long terms will 
be immediately transferred to the gaol of Clonmel, in which they will share the 
benefits ot the deterrent and reformatory discipline, as well as of the industrial 
and educational instruction ■which are provided for the j^i’isoners belonging to 
the locality. With reference to the remainder, viz., those under short rules, it 
is to be admitted that their treatment will be necessarily a makeshift during 
their brief detention ; but this abnormal condition will be only temporary, and 
great conlidcncc may be placed in the zeal and ability of the superior officers, to 
whose supervision they will be subjected, and who, without doubt, will turn to 
the best account the scanty means at their disposal, so as to mitigate, as far as 
possible, the inevitable inconveniences. 

Lastly, the Inspectors-General, although they were fully awai'e of the de- 
ficiency of the new plans as to the probable requirements for females, and al- 
though they felt bound to call the attention of the Executive to such deficiency, 
were so desirous of breaking ground, that they ventured to strain a point, and 
to urge the adoption of them, in the full assurance that, in the event of their 
proving inadetpiate, an additional sum would be readily presented for extend- 
ing the quarter assigned to prisoners of this sex, an extension for which pro- 
vision is already made in the plans, so as not to interfei’c with the harmony of the 
general design by any subsequent addition. 

I now dismiss the subject with tlie expression of the earnest hope that no 
undue delays or obstructions may arise, but that, at the expiration of the period 
fixed by the contract, the united jurisdictions may become possessed of one 
consolidated building, embracing all the improvements, which modem prison dis- 
cipline demands, instead of the scattered and imperfect means of administration, 
against which the authorities of both localities liave hitherto had to contend.

It is unnecessary for me to analyze the criminal statistics here, as, on com- 
paring the averages of the past -with those of the exjnred portion of the current 
year, I find that the amount for both periods in the City Gaol is the same, al- 
though the number of criminal committals in 1860 is somewhat in excess (thus 
indicating shorter sentences and, inferentially, less gravity of crime), and that 
in the House of CoiTcetion there is a diminution of both sexes. 

Juvenile delinquencies have declined so much as seldom to appear on the re- 
gistry ; and at my visit, I am luq)py to state, there were no vagrants, no work- 
house offenders, and no dangerous lunatics in charge.

In the House of Correction, the males arc divided into two classes, according 
to their known character, and the nature of their offences, and the females are 
similarly classed, _the prostitutes being kept apart. Both sexes sleep singly, but 
take their meals in association. 

The Governor attends the lock-up (but there is no night patrol), although the 
great insecurity of the building req^uires constant Augilancc.

There were no complaints, on the part of the prisoners, in tlie City Gaol, and 
I found but very few exceptions taken by the Chaplains. In the House of Cor- 
rection the bread had been frequently light, but in such cases an addition had 
been made to the defective rations ; and some objections having been raised to 
the rice, a proper supply was accordingly procured, in accordance with the 
sample. The Chaplains inspect with tolerable regularity, and record their 
comments in the form recommended by the luspectors-General. 



Boohs and Accounts. 



The books, &c., are fairly kept, but some of the forms suggested by my col- 
league and myself are not observed. I have no doubt, however, that, when the 
new joint prison is ready for occupation the whole of them will Ido adopted. 
The Chaplains, the Medical Officer, and the Governors are provided -with journals, 
but not the Local Inspectors.

The extern officers receive their salaries half-yearly, and the interns monthly. 
The latter, with the exception of the head matron, are on gaol allowance. 

The turnkeys (none of whom are handicraftsmen) arc not provided with 
unifoi’ms. I beg to call the attention of the Board to the 1 1th section of the 
Amended Prisons Act (the 1 9 and 20 Viet., cap. 68) which prescribes the form of 
regularly appointing substitutes for Chaplains, a form hitherto not observed here.

The Board assembles monthly at the Town-hall, or at the City Prison, but never 
at the House of Correction; and at each meeting all liabilities are discharged 
except, as before stated, the salaries of the extern officers. ’ 

General Observations. 

Under this heading I repeat, in duplicate, the observations which I have al- 
ready embodied in my Report on the County Gaol, as the subject matter is 
equally applicable to the City Prisons. 

The plans referred to by my colleague, iu his last Report, for building a joint 
prison for the county and city of Waterford, having received the approval of 
the local authorities at the spring assizes, and subsequently of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, fell to the grouud, in consequence of the impossibility of finding a con- 
tractor to undertake them at the sum estimated by the County Surveyor, and 
presented for, on the faith of the correctness of his calculation. Pi'esh plans 
accordingly, identical in the general design, but greatly reduced in extent,^ were 
adopted by the Grand Juries of both jurisdictions at the summer assizes and 
have since obtained the sanction of the Executive, after examination and report 
on the part of tho Commissioners of Public Works and the Inspectors- General 
of Prisons, and the contract for the execution of them has been duly entered 
into. ^ The contractor having required that nearly the whole of the existing 
buildings, ^comprising the County and City Gaols, which adjoin each other on a 
common site, should be demolished, in order to make preparation for the new 
works, and an application, grounded on a resolution, having been addressed by 
the authorities of both localities to the Lord Lieutenant, praying, inter alia that 
a portion of the County Gaol, which the contractor had agi’eed to leave standino- 
and the City House of Correction, which is situate apart, might be constituted *a 
joint prison for both jurisdictions, the Insjiectors- General felt it to be their duty 
to submit the case for the consideration of the Law Ofiicers of the Crown who 
gave their opinion to the following effect ; that his Excellency has no power to 
act in accordance -with the resolution and prayer in question ; .that it will be 
necessary, therefore, to retain certain portions of the City Prison and County 
Prison, so as to keep alive both jurisdictions, and to enable tho county and city 
magistrates to commit to the prisons severally belonging to them ; and that it will 
be necessary also to retain the several Boards of Superintendence of both juris- 
dictions until next assizes, when it is suggested that the purpose may be effected

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through the 52ud section of the 19 and 20 Viet., cap. 68, and the 1 00th section 
of the Prisons Act, 7 Geo. IV., cap. 74, viz. : that the city of ^Vaterford having, 
in the words of the 52nd section, ‘‘ completed the contnict’’^ for the “ erection of 
a joint prison,” may make over their “ llonse of Correction to the county, to bo 
used as a County Prison (as authorized by -that section), and, when so made over, 
that the powers of the 100th section of the Prisons Act may be called into opera- 
tion, so that the city criminals may be committed to this latter as a County Gaol. 
The arrangement thus recommended, so far as relates to the retention ot certain 
portions of the two gaols, has been carried out, and possession ot the remainder 
of the premises having been given to the contractor, the latter has counnenced 
operations. With regard to the other suggestion of the Law Officers, viz., the 
assignment of the City House of Correction, and its subsocpicnt allocation under 
the sections of the Acts recited, the course ])ropo_sed may appear to be somewhat 
involved and tortuous, and some further difficulties and objections present them- 
selves to a primary view of the whole case, such as, firstly, the small amount of 
accommodation to be obtained should such assignment be ultimately made ; 
secondly, the suspension of almost all discipline and classification ; and, lastly, 
the ivant of due provision for female prisoners in the new plans. ^ 

To the first objection the answer is, that, in the absence of any statutable 
or other power, the mode submitted is the onhj practicable (me for _ securing the 
cuvimon occupation of the House of Correction, which will be indispensable as 
soon as the progress of the works renders it imperative on the contractor to re- 
move the greater part of the buildings now left intact, and it is, moreover, to 
be borne in mind that the bridewell of Uungarvan, being of considerable ca- 
pacity, would afford an important relief from the pressure of county prisoners, 
even supposing that no means existed of locating them beyond the boundaries ; 
but, happily, if the Executive is deficient in the power referred to_ above, it is, 
by the 56tli section of the Amended Prisons Act, the 1 9 and 20 Viet., cap._ 68, 
armed with a counterbalancing power, which may be defined to. be unlimited, 
viz., that of removing all prisoners., of every denomination., whether confined 
under criminal or civil process, or by the order of any court, from one gaol or 
bridewell to another. By the due exercise of this power the second objection 
will be greatly obviated, inasmuch as all prisoners sentenced to long terms will 
be immediately transferi-ed to the gaol of Clonmd, in which they will share the 
benefits of the deterrent and reformatory discipline, as well as of the industrial 
and educational instruction, which arc provided for the prisoners belonging to 
the locality. With reference to the remainder, viz., those under short rules, it 
is to be admitted that their treatment will be, necessarily, a make-shift daring 
their brief detention ; but this abnormal condition^ will be only temporary, and 
great confidence may be placed in the zeal and ability ^of the superior olficers, 
to whose supervision they will be subjected, and who, without doubt,^will turn to 
the best account the scanty means at their disposal, so as to mitigate, as iar 
as possible, the inevitable inconveniences. 

Lastly, the Inspcctors-General, although they were fully aware of the de- 
ficiency of the new plans as to the probable requirements for females, and 
althoudi they felt bound to call the attention of the Executive to such de- 
ficiency, were so desirous of breaking ground, that they ventured to sti-am a 
point, and to urge the adoption of them, in the full assurance that, in the 
event of their proving inadequate, an additional sum would be readily pre- 
sented for extending the quarter assigned to prisoners of this sex, an exten- 
sion for which provision is already made in the plans, so as not to interfere with 
the harmony of the general design by any subsequent addition. 

I now dismiss the subject with the expression of the earnest hope that no 
undue delays or obstructions may ai’isc, but that, at the expiration of the 
period fixed by the contract, the united jurisdictions may become possessed 
of one consolidated building, embracing all the improvements, which modern 
prison discipline demands, nistead of the scattered and imperfect means ol 
administration, against which the authorities of both localities have hitherto had 
to contend.

The year 1859, as contrasted with 1858, exhibits an increase in the daily 
averar-e of males, and a slight decrease in that of females; and the hrst live 
months of the current year evidence, though in a lesser degi-ee, a sinular re- 
sult probably attributable to the prevalence of violent assaults, which incur 
longer sentences. There is nothing, however, in the cnnunal status ot the 
county to call for special observation ; and I am happy to mid that vagrancy, 
workhouse offences, and juvenile delimpiencies, which invariably proceed from 
social disorder, have undergone a remarJcalile reduction. There were no prisoners 
in charo-o under sentence of penal servitude, and no returned convicts; but here, 
as has°been frequently noticed in former reports, the enormous pressure oi 
daimcrous lunatics, of whom there were no less than twenty-nme, continues 
unabated. The necessity of legislation upon this vital subject is best illustrated 
by the fact, that I found in the category of dangerous lunatics one very old man, 
stone blind, feeble in health, and very quiet in temperament.

The building was throughout very clean, in sound repair, secure, fairly 
ventilated, and abundantly supplied with water. The sewers loading from the 
now water-closets are highly cllective ;' but the cesspools attached to the privies 
require to bo cleaned out from time to time. Tlioi-e was an adequate stock of 
bedding, blankets, sheets, and clothing, and there is a standing order for replac- 
ing whatever may be requh*cd in these items.

No cliange has taken place since the last inspection in the genex'al accommo- 
dation, which is ample, independently of the old prison, a portion of which is 
assigned to the lunatics. Ihe male lavatories have been divided by stalls, and 
a similar arrangement is about to be carried out in those for the females, and in 
the laundry. Ihei’e are also reception-rooms and baths for each sex, in which 
the prisoners are washed, subject to the sanction of the Medical Omcens. 

Ill hue, the_ great and progressive improvements, which have been executed 
from time to time, reflect the highest credit ujion the public spirit and provident 
liberality of the local authorities, as does also the administration by the Hoard 
of Superintendence, the Local Inspector, and the Governor; and I have no hesi- 
tation in ^stating, after several years of official experience, that the Gaol of 
"Wexford is one of the best ordered institutions in the kingdom. 

The separate system is now enforced among all the criminal classes, with tlie 
necessary exceptions of the lunatics and their attendants, those pronounced by 
the Doctor, in consec|iience of infu’niity or liability to disease to be unfit to be 
subjected to this form of discipline, and those employed in cooking. 

Ihe Governor attends the lock-up, and one turnkey (the duty being performed 
by rotation), patrols during the night, without, however, the salutary test of a 
tell-tale clock to ascertain his vigilance and the regularity of his circuits. 

Ihe punishments, the record of which is duly submitted to the Board at each 
meeting, and initialed by the Chairman, amounted to twenty, and were all in- 
dicted b}’’ the Governor, except one, which was awarded by magisterial authority.

The above table affords a fair representation of the employment ordinarily 
carried out here; but it is to be borne in mind that the verj^ large proportion of 
lunatics, many of whom require the constant attendance and supervision of sane 
prisoners, affects unfavourably the industrial operations, which among the males 
arc actively maintained, although but two of the turnkey's arc handicraftsmen, 
viz., a tailor and a shoemaker. ’ 

It is more difficult to find^ adequate tasks for the females, but undoubtedly 
there is less energy displayed in their section of the jirison.

I feel bound, however, to state, that the Turnkey-Clerk 
does not appear to keep with duo accuracy some of the records in his charge, 
such fur instance as the ’Work-Ledger. Tlic duties of this office arc very import- 
ant. and require a highly qualified person.

These olliccrs, as well as the other residents, receive rations, and are supplied 
with fire-arms and uniforms. Tiicir salaries, whicli are paid monthly, are rather 
low ; and f woulil venture to submit that it is true economy to hold out such 
un induceinent as will obtain and retain the services of competent and trust- 
worthy ])ersous. ihc salary of the Governor has been most justly raised in 
recognition of his zeal and assiduity.

Since the last inspection three Avater-closets and three lavatories have been 
erected In the female quarter, and the laundry has been divided Avitli partitions; 
and since my visit the work has been duly inspected and ap])roved by the County 
Surveyor, and the building has been given up to the local authorities. 1 1 now only 
remains for the Grand jury to frame regulations, in accordance with 1 lie 4th 
section of the Amended Prisons Act, for extending to the feimilos the system 
of individual scjniration, Avhicli is now applied to the males; and as soon as suck 
reo'ulations shall have received the sanction of the Executive, and the certificate 
of the Iiispcctors-General of the fitness of the cells for occupation shall have been 
obtained, as required by the 4th section of the 3rd and 4th Vie., cap. 44, the 
whole prison will be placed under this invaluable form of discipline. In the case 
of both sexes, however, but especially of the latter, the presence of the lunatics, 
of whom there were no less than eleven, interferes, to a lamentable extent, witli 
tlie integrity of this form of discipline, as the attendance of sane prisoners upon 
these unhappy beings is indispensable; and it consequently becomes necessary — 
this disgusting and frequently dangerous duty being of course voluntary — to grant 
certain remissions and indulgences to those who undertake it. Cooking and 
cleaning the prison also withdraw others from the complete operation of tlie 
svstem; but, with these exceptions, it can henceforth be strictly maintained. 
The Governor, or his deputy, attends the loek-up, and a turnkey patrols at night, 
whose vigilance will henceforth be ascertained by a tell-tale dock.

The small number of the inmates of the gaol, the shortness of the terms of 
imprisonment, and the considerable proportion of lunatics, involving, as pre- 
viously stated, the attendance of sane prisoners, unfavourably affect the total of 
those available for cither form of labour, after a further deduction of debtors 
and the sick, and have rendered the return of articles disposed outside the gaol a 
nullity for the last three years. Pour of the turnkeys are handicraftsmen, — viz. 
two shoemakers, a jjainter, and one who is capable in giving instruction in the 
rudiments of tailoring.

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No complaints of tlie diet were preferred to me by the prisoners. The Chap- 
hiliis are regular in their inspection of the several items, and record their com- 
ments in the “ Provisions Book” of the approved form ; and I found no exception 
taken by them. I tasted the milk, the stirabout, and the white and brown bread. 
The former was of fair quality; the stirabout and white bread were excellent, but 
the brown bread about to be issued was too fresh.

No changes have taken place in the staff since the last inspection, except that 
a vacancy, caused by the disappearance of one of the turnkeys, who has not been 
since heard of, has been filled by the probationary appointment of his successor. 

The turnkeys are supplied with fire-arms and uniforms, and they, as well as the 
other interns, receive a specified allowance of coals and candles, but no rations. 

The superior officers are paid at the Assizes, and the subordinates monthly.
